INCE Russia became a European 
Power she has frequently exercised 
a decisive influence in European af- 
fairs because of her powerful army. The 
fra which began with the construction of 
the Suez Canal and which saw the devel- 
aay of railways throughout Eastern 
p ttope and Asia also saw Russia’s army 
become more and more a force which had 


to be considered in all Asiatic as well as 


European affairs. 

The fear of Russia’s encroachment upon 
the Mediterranean route through the Suez 
to India for a long time dominated Great 
Britain’s foreign ‘policy and caused her to 
support the Turk both in Europe and in 


Asia Minor. 


Great Britain’s alliance with Japan was

based prmarily upon fear of the use that 
Russia might make of this army in Cen- 
tral Asia. As Germany rose in power, 
France sought and obtained Russia as an 
ally, though the Russian Monarchists as 
a whole were bitterly opposed to an alli- 
ance with a republic. As the fear of Ger- 
many’s striking at England herself became 
greater and greater, Great Britain, to in-

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eral German army corps just before the 
first battle of the Marne, which with- 
drawal was one of the contributory causes 
to that victory. Without detracting in 
any way from the most gallant defense 
made by the British, with the help of a 
number of French units, in the first batt!> 
of Ypres, it must be admitted that it was 
the Russian advance on the eastern front 
which ultimately compelled the Germans 
to transfer the mass of their troops to the 
Russian front and thus rest on the defen- 
sive on the western front. 

The campaign against Russia necessi- 
tated the Germans remaining onthe de- 
fensive from the fall of 1914 until the be- 
ginning of the attack on Verdun, February, 
1916. This long breathing spell gave the 
British the opportunity to organize and 
put into the field Kiicnener’s new army, 
which, not ready when the Verdun attack 
began in February, was in: shape to fight 
the battle of the Somme the following sum- 
mer, which combat, though unsuccessful 
as a break-through, did so much to ma- 
terially lessen the pressure on Verdun, 


Breakdown of Russian Army 


HE breakdown of the Russian army, 

due to the revolution, was the only 
reason why the Germans were able to as- 
semble sufficient troops to make the March 
offensive against the British, the May of- 
fensive against the French and the July 
offensive against the French and Amert- 
cans, the first two of which were highly 
successful and the third of which was 
finally stopped by such a small margin 
that those who participated in it still some- 
times wonder why the Germans did not 
succeed. Had they succeeded they would 
have won the war and history would have 
assigned the collapse of the Russian ini- 
perial army, due to the revoluiion, as one 
of the primary causes of the German vic- 
tory. 

The present Russian army has gone 
through practically three distinct periods. 
The first of these was that of the Keren- 
sky government, during which an attempt 
was made to hold together the old Imperial 
army while introducing democracy within 
its ranks. The second was the period in 
which the army under Bolsheriki control 
defeated Judenitch, Kolchak and Denikin 
in their efforts to re-establish the old re- 
gime within Russia, only to be decisively 
defeated with enormous losses in prisoners 
on the banks of the Vistula when the art- 
tempt was made to crush Poland in the 
summer of 1920. The third period, in 
which it is to-day, is that of the reorgani- 
zation necessitated by this decisive defeat. 


The Destruction of Discipline 


HE bitter defeat on the Vistula deci- 

sively proved to Minister of War Trotz- 
sky and his subordinates, if not to all 
others of the Bolshevist officials, that an 
army in which civilian commissions exer- 
cised higher authority than the officers, 
and one in which real discipline does nut 
exist, must fail when confronted with a 
worthy antagonist. All orders, including 





which had largely dominated European politics since the Armistice, and 
even before. The Royalists’ plot came to a head in the Von Kapp outbreak 


in Germany, which for the time being drove the Ebert Government out of Berlin 
and put all Germany in an uproar. The Communist plot was not to have cul- 
minated until May, when the German Communists were to seize the Ruhr, the 
Savon industrial district and many of the principal cities from which Com- 
munism was to spread all over Germany, meeting the Russian army which was 
to suppress Poland on its Westward march. 


When Germany was thrown into confusion as the result of the Royalist 
outbreak the German Communists thought their opportunity had arrived, so 
they rose without waiting for the Russians to complete their concentration 
against the Poles. Despite the fact that the Reichswehr had suppressed the 
German Communist by force of arms by the time that the Russian Advance 
began, the Russian army reached the Vistula, more than half way across Poland, 
before the Poles, with the help of the French, were able to defeat it. 


The economic war already started by Germany as a result of the Ruhr 
occupation, the protest of the Moscow Government against this occupation, the 
virtual mobilization of the Bavarian Royalist Fascisti and the at least partial 
concentration of Polish and Russian troops opposite each other makes the situa- 
tion to-day from the military point of view very similar to the one which 
existed the summer of 1920. For this reason the question of what the Russian 
army really amounts to to-day is one of greatest importance.

tactical ones, had to be vised by three 
civilians before they could be obeyed. The 
commissair frequently interfered with and 
changed orders having to do both with 
the strategical and tactical handling of 
the troops. As protectors of the privates 
against their officers, both non-commis- 
sioned and commissioned, the commissair 
himself and those enlisted men who acted 
as his spies in the command inevitably in 
most cases destroyed discipline. 

Now discipline has been restored to al- 
most the old basis and the power of the 
commissair greatly limited ia every re- 
spect, although the Communist Congress 
could not be persuaded to carry either of 
these movements quite to the extent wished 
by Trotzsky. 


Three Armies in Russia 


HERE are there armies in Russia to- 

day. The Government or Che-ka army, 
the Red army proper and the Labor army. 
The last is not an army in the proper 
sense of the word, but merely a means by 
which the Government conscripts a large 
number of men for use at low pay on gov- 
ernment works, mines, railways and agri- 
culture. 

The Government or Che-ka army con- 
sists of about .300,000 real communists 
under arms. The unit of organization, as 
a rule, is the battalion. Their badge is 
the sickle and_hammer. These troops are 
better clothed and fed than the others. 
They are employed for domiciliary 
searches, requisitions and executions. In 
the field they are the troops to which spe- 
cial tasks are given because of their trust- 
worthiness from the communists’ point of 
view. 

In the Polish campaign one vr more of 
these battalions was included in each divi- 
sion to insure the necessary force to pre- 
vent mutiny or any lack of energy on the 


part of other troops in carrying on opera- 
tions. The Chinese and other Asiatic units, 
about the cruelty of which so much was 
heard at the time of the Kronstadt mutiny 
and during the Russian-Polish fighting, 
belonged to this force. The Red army 
cadets are also included. There are about 
100,000 of these cadets formed into thir- 
teen brigades of infantry, cavalry and field 
artillery. While they are undergoing 
training for officers in the various schools 
established for this purpose in different 
parts of Russia they have been used to 
suppress insurrections. They are very 
reliable troops. Included in this force are 
two divisions of mobilized communist mili- 
tia, one in Moscow and one in Kharkov. 
Aside from these units there are de- 
mobilized units all over Russia, which in- 
clude on their rolls all male communists. 
A register of all communists, both male 
and female, is kept in each district. The 
males are frequently mobilized for local 
purposes. On general mobilization they 
become part of the Red army reserve. 


The Red Field Army 


HE Red army proper is called the field 

army. Its badge is the plow and ham- 
mer. This army is maintained by con- 
scription. Nearly all the officers of the 
higher command are former Czarist officers. 
Two hundred and fifty of the generals held 
that rank during the recent war; 150 of 
them are graduates of the Imperial Gen- 
eral Staff Academy. 

The Bolsheviki have‘.established the 
“Workmen’s and Peasants’ General Staff 
Academy.” The majority of the students 
in this academy are sons of workmen and 
peasants. This is provided by law. Though 
this school has been in existence but threv 
years, some of the former students aave 
already become chiefs of army staffs, bri- 
gade and division commanders. The higher 


command officers fall into three groups, 
The first recognizes the Soviet government 
and in many cases joins the Communist 
party. The second hates the Bolsheyiki, 
but lives in constant dread of the Cheka 
or Revolutionary Tribunal, but knows no 
other way in which to earn its living. The 
third is strongly nationalistic. It congid- 
ers that the Bolsheviki are fulfilling the 
historic Russian mission of once more 
uniting in Russia the countries and peo- 
ples which have declared their indepen- 
dence since the revolution. This group 
did a great deal to stir up the nationalist 
feeling against Poland, which had so much 
to do with animating the Russian army 
in the campaigns of 1920. 


Strength of the Army 


HE available strength under arms of 

the Russian army is a matter about 
which there is considerable dispute. The 
probabilities are that the total combat 
strength of the field army under arms at 
the present time does not exceed 800,000. 

Both the infantry and cavalry divisions 
have various organizations depending upon 
the category to which they are assigned; 
this in turn being based upon the use to 
which they are being put at any particv- 
Jar time. The organization of an infantry 
division in the war category consists of 
three infantry brigades, each of three reg- 
iments of four battalions of four compa- 
nies, four squadrons of cavalry, nine light 
batteries, two heavy batteries, three how- 
itzer batteries and the necessary signal, 
engineer, hospital and administrative units. 
The rifle strength is 12,000. The ration 
strength 30,000. The cavalry division con- 
sists of three brigades of two regiments 
each, and one battalion of horse artillery 
of four batteries. The saber strength 
varies from 2,400 to 4,000. 


Influence of Russian Army 


HIE equipment of the infantry and field 

artillery is fairly complete. The army, 
as a whole, is decidedly lacking in the lat 
est modern weapons such as tanks and ait 
planes. 

The Russian army, through its ‘lack of 
the latest type of matériel in large quam 
tities; the inferior military education of 
the larger part of its company and regi 
mental officers, and its lack of a really effi- 
cient supply and replacement system, could 
not cope successfully with a first-class 
modern army of even approximately the 
same strength. On the other hand, th 
only three really large modern up-to-date 
armies of to-day are those of France, Italy 
and Japan. The Russian army is, there 
fore, a force which can tremendously influ- 
ence any military situation which may © 
cur in Europe or Asia which does not lead 
it into direct contact with any of these 
three armies. This would be particularly 
true in any country in which civil disordé 
already existed as the result of social dis 
content and the consequent efforts of cor 
munistically inclined or otherwise discon 
tented natives to take advantage of the 


situation.

MARY HOHMEYER-BROMMELL ILL 
IN HOSPITAL,

ARY HOHMEYER-BROMMELL, one 
of the most picturesque characters of 
the old-time Regular Army, is a patient at 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, Anacostia, D.C. 

Mrs. Hohmeyer came as a bride to the 
famous 7th Cavalry as wife of Q.M. Ser- 
geant Hohmeyer and she accompanied that 
regiment through its many hard and ardu- 
ous wagon trips between stations and lo- 
eations at many of the western frontier 
camps, now our Regular Army posts. 

She is still capable of telling thrilling 
tales of those days of Indian warfare, 
western blizzards and living on nothing 
but hard tack and bacon for weeks at a 
time. 

She was a good, faithful wife sharing 
all these deprivations so as to be with her 
husband, and will be remembered by many 
of the older heads of the present Army. 
who were then children, as a sort of foster 
mother, for her heart was large enough to 
not only cuddle and scold her own chil- 
dren, but also those of her brother soldiers 
and officers. 

To her the early Army deprivations 
were indeed hardships, as she was a city 
reared girl hailing from Baltimore. The 
crowning hardship of them all was the 
battle of the Little Big Horn, where the 
famous and beloved Custer laid down his 
life and with him her husband, leaving her 
a widow with three small children. A 
fourth child was born shortly afterward. 
She is now the wife of Capt. George Rath- 
geber of the Philippine Scouts, now re- 
tired and living in San Francisco. 

Mrs. Hohmeyer later on married Sergt. 
Tobe Brommell of the 7th Cavalry and re- 
mained with that regiment until his re- 
tirement at Fort Riley, Kas. 

Upon their retirement from the 7th the 
Brommells were given a full military 
send-off with their countless friends to see 
them off for their new home in Washing- 
ton, D.C., while the band played “Garry 
Owen,” the 7th’s own piece, Lieutenant 
Tompkins doing the honors for the regi- 
ment in the bestowal of a huge bunch of 
roses. In addition, Mrs. Brommell was, 
as an honor. given a fac-simile of a Regu- 
lar Army discharge from the 7th Cavalry. 
It has been one of her treasures ever since, 
as she indeed feels that she was honorably 
discharged after thirty years of faithful 
service. 

Sergeant Brommell is now an inmate of 
the Soldiers’ Home at Washington while 
Mrs. Brommell is in St. Elizabeth’s just 
across the Potomac. While very feeble 
she is still the same dear old soul and de- 
ligitts in the visits of old Army friends. 
The writer of this is detailing it in the 
hope of its reaching the eyes of some of 
her old comrades who have lost track of 
her so that they may visit her and in so 
doing bring sunshine into the few remain- 
ing days left to her. 

When her time comes, may the soft 
winds that sweep over Arlington and the 
whispering boughs of its trees play “Garry 
Owen” and lull her to eternal rest under 
the flag she loved and followed so faith- 
fully all of her life.

New Hangar and Gas Plant 
at Scott Field, Illinois 


ECENTLY the erection of an auxiliary 
airship hangar, costing $13,000, was 
begun at Scott Field, Belleville, Ill. The 
building will be placed adjacent to the 
northwest corner of the large airship han- 
gar recently put into service. The new 
hangar, which will be a steel frame struc- 
ture with asbestos siding, will be 75 feet 
wide, 120 feet long, 57 feet high, and will 
be used for the construction and repair of 
large airship parts. It is believed that the 
auxiliary hangar will be completed not 
later than the middle of February. At a 
cost of approximately $250,000 a new hy- 
drogen gas plant is being constructed at 
She field. The plant will consist of two 
separate gas manufacturing units; one 
makes gas by the oil-cracking process; the 
other makes gas by the electrolytic process. 
This plant will have a total production 
capacity of 6,000 cubic feet of gas per 
hour when completed.

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Fight for Real National 
Defense Only Begun 


HE reading of the report of the 
| sub-committee headed by Mr. An- 
thony of Kansas on the Army Ap- 
propriation bill to the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, as a whole, clearly shows 
that the fight with respect to insuring the 
carrying out of the provisions of the 
amended National Defense act, the only 
military policy the United States has ever 
possessed, is far from being won. 

It is true, as Mr. Anthony and his 
committee have brought out, that the coun- 
try is in far better shape to-day from a 
military point of view than it was in the 
years prior to our entry into the recent 
war. The fact that those formerly igno- 
rant of the necessity for national defense 
have learned to have a better appreciation 
of the hard facts as they are does not 
mean that they have yet reached the point 
where they have a correct understanding 
of this most important question. 

The fact that those who understand the 
importance of national defense for the 
United States and, who for that very rea- 
son have been working to keep us defense- 
less in order that their own evil aims might 
be furthered, have met with less indiffer- 
ence than was formerly the case and have, 
therefore, been able to accomplish less, 
does not alter their willingness nor inten- 
tion to continue their efforts. 


Fight for Army Only Begins 

HE fact that no further serious efforts 

have been made to reduce the Regular 
Army does not alter the essential fact that 
it is already too small to properly perform 
the missions laid down for it under the 
National Defense act. The apparent will- 
ingness to leave it at its present size mere- 
ly indicates that the bottom of the down- 
ward curve has been touched. The up- 
ward path so necessary, if true efficiency 
is to be had, can only be insured if the 
same forces which stopped the downward 
descent are constantly kept in motion to 
show Congress that the thinking people of 
this country are not indifferent to ade- 
quate military needs. 

The more the hearings before Mr. An- 
thony’s sub-committee are examined, the 
more the Appropriation bill itself is 
studied, and the more both are considered 
in relationship to Mr. Anthony’s remarks 
defending hig sub-committee before the 
committee as a whole, the more it appears 
evident that Mr. Anthony and his com- 
mittee do not fully grasp the meaning of 
the National Defenes act, are hostile to it 
themselves, or are yielding for political or 
other reasons to those inimical to the car- 
tying out of this measure. 


The Attack on National Defense 

HE attack on the National Defense act 

is along three main lines, affecting the 
Regulars, the National Guard, the Reserve 
forces respectively. The appropriations 
are so united that the activities of the 
Regular Army will be largely confined to 
the duties incumbent upon the Regular 
forces as such and greatly cut down with 
Tespect to their duties as instructors of 
the National Guard and the various Re- 
serve forces. One of the strongest and 
Most beneficial results which has been ob- 
tained from the National Defense act, and 
Which national welfare demands should be 
greatly increased in the future, has been 
the gradual elimination of such ill-will and 
misunderstanding as existed in the past, 
and the substitution therefor of a gradually 
Increasing mutual respect and understand- 
lag between the Regular forces, the Na- 


tional Guard forces and the various com- 
ponents of the Reserve forces. By holding 
at their present level, or decreasing, as is 
the case in some directions, the number of 
Regulars on duty with the National 
Guard and the Reserve forces, the con- 
tinued betterment of the relationship will 
be retarded if not completely stopped. 


The Old National Guard 

RIOR to our entry into the war the 

National Guard, in spite of various at- 
tempts at federalization, was primarily a 
state force. A few states maintained well 
balanced divisions, in most states a variety 
of units was maintained not dependent 
upon any general plan, but primarily upon 
the whims of groups of citizens in vari- 
ous localities who wished to organize some 
kind of a military unit. The result was 
a collection of individual companies, indi- 
vidual battalions, individual regiments 
without any higher organization, as a rule, 
and absolutely tnbalanced in respect to 
the proportion which the different arms of 
the Service should bear to each other. The 
maximum paper strength of the National 
Guard was 125,000; that its actual 
strength was really far below this, and 
that in most cases it had to be largely re- 
organized when real war came is well 
known to everyone who, as a member of 
the National Guard, went through the 
Mexican border mobilization and the mo- 
bilization for the World War. 


The New National Guard 


NDER the provisions of the National 

Defense act the reorganization of the 
National Guard primarily into the same 
divisions from the same localities as 
fought the war was undertaken. A board 
of National Guard officers, all of whom 
had served in the war} made the plans for 
this reorganization. The rapid growth 
since then of the National Guard to its 
present strength of nearly 10,000 officers 
and 170,000 enlisted men, at a time when 
there has been-so much talk of the country 
being sick of war and of disarmament and 
of neglect of sufficient appropriations by 
the states and inadequate appropriations 
by the National Government, is the best 
possible proof of the excellence of the Na- 
tional Defense act. 

The provision in the act cutting the sums 
available for forage and care of animals 
and other provisions having to do with 
Field Artillery, Engineers and troops other 
than Infantry, clearly indicates that Mr. 
Anthony’s committee agrees with those in- 
dividuals, who for a variety of reasons, 
some worthy but small, and some un- 
worthy, wish to break up the divisional 
organization of the National Guard and 
have it primarily made up of Infantry, 
and thus restored to the old pre-war cha- 
otie conditions of disorganization. 


No Reserve Before War 


HEN the last war came the Reserve 
forces of the United States were prac- 


tically non-existent. The small Regular 
Army and National Guard had two things 
to face for which they were not adequately 
prepared, one, to put divisions at war 
strength in France in the fa¢e of the ene- 
my and two, supply the higher officers, 
many of the non-commissioned officers and 
practically all the means of organization 
and instruction for the millions of Amer- 
ican men brought into the service of the 
country by the draft. 

It is true there were a few Reserve offi- 
cers, but there was no organization to 
which they belonged. It is true that the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps turned 
out most excellent officer material. The 
numbers, however, were insignificant and 
the training far less than it should have 
been. Outside of a few military schools 
such as Culver, and the Virginia Military 
Institute, training of school and college 
young men to be officers was not indulged 
in at all or to such a limited extent as to 
be almost valueless. Where such school or 
college training was of value there was 
no Reserve organization into which the 
graduates could be put so that in time of 
war their knowledge could be taken ad- 
vantage of. In other words, when real 
war came demanding the manhood of the 
nation we had no system, no plans and 
no organization by which we could bring 
them into service, organize, train and equip 
them. 


Army and Guard Disrupted 


O much was this true that we even had 
to disrupt the only too small Regular 
Army which we then possessed, and to a 
certain extent disrupt the none too numer- 
ous National Guard in order to get the 
minimum number of officers and soldiers 
necessary to start to bring order out of 
the tremendous confusion which existed. 
The inevitable waste of money, the subse- 
quent over-loss of life, due to insufficient 
training and the fact that we were unable 
to bring any real pressure to bear on @ 
large scale until a year and a half after 
we had declared war are the best proofs 
of the utter undesirability of ever having 
to again struggle through such a period of 
disorder. 


Reserves Provided For 


HE National Defense act by providing 

for the Organized Reserves gave the 
machinery to efficiently handle this situa- 
tion in the next war while at the same 
time not spending large sums of money in 
time of peace. This is done by organizing 
the Reserve officers called for by the act 
and ultimately the non-commissioned offi- 
cers and enlisted specialists into a frame- 
work of divisions, brigades, regiments, bat- 
talions and companies such that, should 
war come, the millions of American citi- 
zens brought into the Army by the draft 
would immediately come into an organ- 
ization capable of equipping, training and 
leading them in battle without the loss of 











The Mission of this Paper 


HE EDITOR conceives the mission of this paper to be to help

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money, lives and time, which has always 
been the case in the past. The provision 
in the Defense act which makes it possible 
to use the Organized Reserves only as the 
result of an act of Congress clearly indi- 
cates that this force is only intended for 
use in such great national emergencies as 
demands the whole man-power of the Uni- 
ted States. 


Would Disorganize Reserves 
Y making no appropriation for the 
maintenance of the divisional brigade 
and other headquarters throughout the 
country essential to building up this frame- 
work in time of peace, keeping in touch 
with the individuals composing it and 
keeping their instruction up to date and 
their interest alive, the committee has pro- 
vided the means of disorganizing the 80,- 
000 Reserve officers already part of the 
Organized Reserve into a mass of 80,000 
individuals incapable of immediately act- 
ing in accordance with the mission as- 
signed them under the National Defense 
act. 

Furthermore, by allowing but 9,000 to 
go to camp instead of the 25,000 asked for 
by the Reserve Officers’ Association, the 
number which the War Department origi- 
nally planned to send until budget necessi- 
ties cut their estimate to 15,000, it will 
be necessary, should the Senate make no 
change, for each officer to wait ten years 
between each of his periods of two weeks’ 
summer training. The consequent ineffi- 
ciency of these officers, should war come, 
is easily evident. 


C.M.T.C. and R.O.T.C. 


HE National Defense act by providing 

for the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
and the citizens’ military training camps, 
has for the first time in history insured a 
means of the younger men and older boys 
of our country voluntarily getting a train- 
ing which would fit them to be non-com- 
missioned and commissioned officers in the 
Reserve forces of the country in time. of 
war and to enter the Regular forces and 
National Guard forces in time of peace as 
well as war. The cuts carried by the Ap- 
propriation bill result in such small saying 
in money and so materially adversely af- 
fect the number of young men who can 
receive this important training during the 
coming year that the feeling cannot but 
be had by anyone who will take the trouble 
to carefully examine this bill that the au- 
thors of these cuts; Mr. Anthony’s com- 
mittee, are more actuated by disbelief or 
hostility to these features of the National 
Defense act than by a-desire to save the 
pennies involved. 

Bill Cripples National Defense 

HE Appropriation bill, as it went to 

the House carried provisions which so 
materially retard the development of the 
forces prescribed by the National Defense 
act that there cannot be any doubt that, 
should these items be included in the bill 
as it finally comes from Congress, the act 
will cease to be really operative, if not this 
year in the years to come. Any examina- 
tion by any fair-minded man of what has 
been done under this act in the less than 
three years it has been in existence cannot 
fail to convince of its excellence, if for no 
other reason than the immense amount 
which has been accomplished in the face 
of every moral discouragement inevitably 
incident to any post-war period and in the 
face of every physical discouragement re- 
sulting from niggardly appropriations, the 
authors of which in too many cases are 
actuated not by a real desire for economy 
but by hostility to the act itself. 
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Weekly Washington Letter 


AVING discovered that the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers 


H are loyally co-operating with the 


Regular Army, Chairman Anthony of the 
War Department Appropriations Sub- 
committee, in the Appropriation bill, made 
a drive against the junior components of 
the Army of the United States. The bill 
as reported by Mr. Anthony to the whole 
committee would destroy the divisional or- 
ganization of the National Guard and pre- 
vent the development of an Organized Re- 
serve. The more that the Appropriation 
bill as reported by Mr. Anthony is studied, 
the more vicious and insidious do the at- 
tacks that he made on the Army of the 
United States appear. 

In his report on the bill and on the 
floor of the House, Mr. Anthony made very 
plausible statements in his claim of fair 
treatment to the Reserve officers. It was 
just such a statement as he made when he 
was explaining the conference report on 
the reduction of the number of officers pro- 
posed for the Regular Army. In his re- 

rt on the Regular Army, at that time, 

e told his colleagues that the bill ays 
agreed to would eliminate about a thou- 
sand officers. His misrepresentation was 
exposed by the letter of General Pershing 
to the Appropriations Committee, and 
within sixty days after the passage of the 
original act, as a result of a campaign 
conducted by the ArMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, the bill was amended so that the 
eliminations practically correspond to the 
original statement of Mr. Anthony. 


Anthony Cuts Reserve Appropriations 


N his report on the pending Army Ap- 

propriation bill Mr. Anthony stated 
that “the amount recommended will pro- 
vide for training twice the number of Re- 
serve officers trained during the current 
year.” He elaborated this statement when 
the bill was taken up on Jan. 16 by stat- 
ing that while there were in training 
camps last year between 4,500 and 5,000 
Reserve officers, the bill as it was then 
pending before the House would provide 
camps for 11,000 officers. 

Last year there was appropriated for 
pay and allowances for Reserve officers an 
even million dollars. The Apropriation 
bill as reported by Mr. Anthony provides 
for $1,100,000 for the same purpose. Last 
year the mileage and maintenance of camp 
appropriations were carried with the Reg- 
ular Army items. This year these items 
are carried under the head of Organized 
Reserves, as are other appropriations 
for the third component of the Army of 
the United States. By manipulating the 
items of the budget, Chairman Anthony 
made it appear in his report that the ap- 
propriations for the Reserve officers rec- 
ommended by his bill were almost $500,000 
in excess of last year’s appropriation. The 
increase for pay and allowances in the bill 
as reported is really $100,000. 

But even this is not the most serious 
blow which Mr. Anthony dealt the Organ- 
ized Reserves. He eliminated from the 
budget estimates $494,400 for the mainte- 
nance of the divisional and regimental 
headquarters of the Organized Reserves. 
Under last year’s budget the headquarters 
of the Organized Reserves were main- 
tained out of appropriations fur the Regu- 
lar Army. Upon the insistence of Chair- 
man Anthony the appropriations for the 
Organized Reserves were separated from 
those for the Regular Army and the Na- 
tional Guard in thig year’s budget. When 
he struck this item out of the budget he 
drove at the very heart of the third com- 
ponent of the Army of the United States. 

Without divisional and regimental head- 
quarters the Officers’ Reserve Corps will 
revert to a pre-war status. It will then 
only be a list of names in the War 
partment of men who have military knowl- 
edge and training. Such an arrangement, 
of course, will not prove attractive to Re- 
serve officers and the corps will gradually 
disappear. Without this item in the bud- 
get there will be no funds with which to 
detail Regular commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers for duty with the 
Organized Reserves. 


Reserves Unjustly Criticized 


HIS action on the part of Chairman 

Anthony will surprise no one who has 
scanned the printed report of the hearings 
before the sub-committee of the House 
Committee on Appropriations on the War 
Department’s bill. Scattered throughout 
the 823 pages of these hearings are sneers 
by Mr. Anthony at the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. Both Mr. Anthony and Mr. Staf- 
ford frequently in the hearings criticize 
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the Reserve officers because at the camps 
they discussed the necessity of additional 
appropriations for Reserves and for the 
Army of the United States. 

Here is a sample of the dialogue that 
appears in the hearings: 

“Mr. Anthony: Incidentally it was 
stated that nearly every lecture wound up 
with a plea to them to work for increased 
appropriations. 

“General Harbord: There was nothing 
in the instructions in regard to that. 

“Mr. Stafford: It would not be neces- 
sary to have it in the instructions, would 


it? 

“General Harbord: I should hope that 
these men were patriotic enough so that 
it would not be necessary.” 

Lt. Col. Howard C. Dickinson, a Re- 
serve officer on duty with the General 
Staff, was cross-questioned by Chairman 
Anthony and Messrs. Stafford and Sisson 
when he appeared before the committee 
as if he were a defendant in a criminal 
proceeding. The third degree examination 
which this trio gave Colonel Dickinson on 
every item for the Organized Reserves ex- 
tended to thirty or forty pages of the print- 
ed hearings. 


Out of Sympathy With National Defense 


IX the course of the grilling which was 

given Col. Dickinson upon the project 
of maintaining units of the Organized Re- 
serves Mr. Anthony said: 

“It is a nice thing to have all of these 
regiments and have a Reserve officer call 
himself a colonel of the 306th Regiment, 
and have that printed on his calling card, 
but it does not look very practical.” 

This quotation is very expressive of Mr. 
Anthony’s attitude towards Reserve officers 
from the beginning. He is not in sympa- 
thy with the organization of the Army of 
the United States. He has resisted every 
effort to create an Army under the amend- 
ed National Defense act. Before the fed- 
eralization of the National Guard he was 
very friendly to it, as it served his pur- 
pose in making drives against the Regular 
Army. 

Now that the National Guard is really 
working with the Regular Army and both, 
with the Organized Reserves, are being 
welded into an effective force, he is not 
supporting the National Guard but is plot- 
ting against it as well as the Organized 
Reserves. 

His attitude towards the National 
Guard is revealed in the provision which 
he reported from the sub-committee, but 
was stricken out by the whole committee, 
that provided for the sale of the horses and 
mules now used by the National Guard 
and the R.O.T.C. Although the whole 
committee eliminated this provision which 
would have destroyed the divisional organ- 
izations in the National Guard and pre- 
vented the organization of others, it did 
not restore the appropriations for the 
mounted service and the Field Artillery 
which Mr. Anthony struck from the budget 
estimates. He struck from the estimates 
for forage $216,000 and appropriated $150,- 
000 less than for the fiscal year of 1923. 
He also reduced the compensation for the 
earetakers of animals and material to the 
amount of $729,273. These items in the 
budget are absolutely necessary if any pre- 
tense is made by the War Department to 
maintain and develop divisional organiza- 
tions in the National Guard. ‘The reduc- 
tions are only part of Mr. Anthonys’ pro- 
gram to confine the National Guard to the 
maintenance of Infantry. To further crip- 


ple the Natioal Guard, Mr. Anthony elim- 
inated from the budget a million dollars 
for expenses of camp instruction, $100, 
for National Guard officers and men whom 
it was planned to send to school, and $50,- 
000 for the travel of Regular officers and 
men who were assigned to instruct the 
National Guard. In considering these re- 
ductions for the National Guard as well 
as for the Organized Reserves, it should 
be borne in mind that the budget esti- 
mates were cut to the bone. One of the 
members of the Gereral Staff in reviewing 
them remarked that they were not only 
“eut to the bone, but part of the bone 
was cut away.” 

The lack of an adequate organization 
for war on the part of the land force of 
the United States was the cause of all the 
friction between the Regular Army and 
the temporary officers. It was also the 
cause of the friction between the Regular 
Army and the National Guard. It is just 
such men as Mr. Anthony that would sow 
the seeds in time of peace for a repetition 
of the same disturbing conditions in the 
next war. His efforts, both with this ap- 
propriation and the last appropriation 
bill, will be continued as long as he is 
chairman of the War Department sub- 
committee on appropriations. 


Navy Omnibus Bill Coming Out 


‘THE indications are that the Navy Omni- 
bus bill, with most of the recommenda- 
tions submitted by the department and 
printed in the last issue of the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL, will come out of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs some day 
next week. A sub-committee of which 
Senator Poindexter was chairman con- 
ducted a sort of a round table discussion 
of the bill this week which was attended 
by Secretary Denby, Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt, Maj. Gen. Lejeune and ten or 
twelve Navy and Marine Corps officers. 
The hearing was entirely informal, Chair- 
man Poindexter leading the discussion of 
all the provisions of the bill and the rec- 
ommendations of the War Department. 

Capt. Frye of the Naval Reserves ap- 
peared and urged the sub-committee to at- 
tach the Naval Reserve bill, which is pend- 
ing before the House Committee on Nava: 
Affairs. The sub-committee appeared to 
be inclined to the belief that this was too 
large a bill and contains too many prov:- 
sions to be carried by the Onmuibus bill. 
The purpose of the Omnibus bill is to clean 
up a great many small matters of legisla- 
tion that have been pending in the depart- 
ment and before Congress for a number of 
years. It is possible that some provisions 
for the Naval Reserves may be included 
in the bill before it is reported out, but 
the committee does not think that there is 
sufficient time at this session to consider 
a measure which will result in the estab- 
lishment of a new policy for the Naval 
Reserves. 


Marine Corps Personnel 


PERHAPS the most important piece of 
legislation that will be included in the 
Omnibus bill is the provision for an in- 
crease in the efficiency of the Marine 
Corps. which, as a separate bill (H.R. 
13556), was on Jan. 15 reported out of 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs. 
The sub-committee of the Senate commit- 
tee, in addition to the statement made to 
it by Gen. Lejeune, has studied the hear- 
ings before the House committee and is 
inclined to the view, that sufficient consid- 


eration has been given to this recommen- 
dation from the department. 

The Navy Omnibus‘bill is apt to be one 
of the last measures passed during this 
session. It is expected to provoke consid- 
erable discussion on the floor of the Senate, 
and the joint conferees will have quite q 
problem before it in securing an agreement 
between the two houses. Very little of 
the legislation that will be in the bill when 
it gets through the Senate has been before 
the House, and some of the members in 
the lower House have announced their ip- 
tention of securing a full consideration of 
the measure. However, it is confidently be- 
lieved that the bill will be passed at this 
session and it will be of the greatest im. 
portance to the Navy. 


Investigation of Retirement Laws 


‘THE Begg resolution for an investiga- 

tion of the retired pay of the six Ser- 
vices is not yet on the program of the 
House for this session. Furthermore, it js 
doubtful whether it will be passed at this 
session. It is understood that the leaders 
of the House did not give Mr. Begg much 
encouragement when he asked for a spe 
cial rule to secure the passage of the reso 
lution at this session. 

The resolution has been referred to the 
Committee on Rules, and it will probably 
remain there until Congress adjourns, 
There are so many bills pressing for con- 
sideration that the leaders are now tak- 
ing steps to limit the number that are to 
be placed on the program for the session. 
Opposition has developed to the Begg reso- 
lution. 

Some of the most influential members 
are insisting that there has been sufficient 
Service legislation during this session. 
They are inclined to leave the Services 
alone, especially as there is such a bitter 
debate in prospect over the Army Appro 
priation bill. With the Naval Omnibus 
bill up before both houses, it is being ar 
gued that Congress from now until its ad- 
journment must devote its time to other 
measures. 

This inclination to shut out all new Ser- 
vice legislation for this session will no 
doubt prevent the consideration of a num- 
ber of bills that are pending for the pur 
pose of relieving the inequalities and the 
injustices that have grown out of the pro- 
visions of the last Army Appropriation 
bill reducing the strength of the corps of 
officers to 12,000. Chairman Wadsworth 
of the Senate Committee on Military Af 
fairs, who has looked into the situation in 
both houses, is the authority for the state 
ment that it will be useless to attempt t 
secure the passage of any bill of this char 
acter at this session. He admits that there 
is need for this legislation, but says that 
it will be laid over until the next session. 


No Promotion for Captain Rush 


FTER an extended and at times acri- 

monious hearing on the bill (S. 3356) 
authorizing the appointment of Capt. Wil 
liam R. Rush, U.S.N., retired, as a rear 
admiral, the House committee has infor 
mally agreed to make an adverse report 
on the bill. It is stated that if this bill 
were passed there are fifty-five officers m 
the line and staff of the Navy that would 
be entitled to the same promotion. It is 
argued by the members of the committee 
that if the bill for Capt. Rush is to be 
passed it should be so amended to extend 
the same rights to other officers who held 
high commands during the war. 


Vacancies in Medical Department 


It is anticipated that there will be ap- 
proximately twenty vacancies in

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25-Year Retirement 
Meets Disapproval 


IX a letter to Chairman Kahn of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, 
Secretary Weeks disapproved the Fish 
pills (H.R. 12106 and H.R. 13418) for 
the retirement of enlisted men of the Reg- 
ular Army after twenty-five years’ service. 
The author of the bills, Mr. Fish, refuses 
to accept the letter of the Secretary as the 
final decision. He says while the letter 
will prevent any action at this session, 
that he will take the matter up not only 
with the department, but with the Mili- 
tary Committee and see what can be done 
to amend the bills so that they will meet 
the views of the department and at the 
game time improve conditions in the Reg- 
war establishment. 

“J am not surprised,” said Mr. Fish, 
“st an unfavorable reply from the Secre- 
tary of War. This is practically the same 
letter that has been written several times 
to members who have interested them- 
selves in this subject. It looks to me as 
if it had gone through the War Depart- 
ment as a mere routine matter and does 
not indicate any study of the status of the 
enlisted men of the Regular Army as they 
are related to the new military policy. 

“By the elimination of double time for 
foreign service the actual active service 
that is required from a Regular enlisted 
man has been increased five years. Un- 
der the foreign service provision I am in- 
formed that the average length of service 
that was rendered by enlisted men before 
retirement was between twenty-three and 
twenty-four years.” 

After citing the provisions of existing 
laws which govern the retirement of en- 
listed men. the Secretary of War said: 

“These laws provide for retirement of 
enlisted men after thirty years’ service 
with 75 per cent. of active pay, plus $15.75 
in lieu of rations, clothing, quarters, fuel 
and light. It is believed that these pro- 
visions for retirement are not only fair 
but liberal. H.R. 12106 and H.R. 13418 
hoth reduce the service required for re- 
tirement from thirty years to twenty-five 
years. The minimum age of enlistments 
is eighteen years, and many enlist at about 
that age. The result of authorizing re- 
tirement with twenty-five years’ service 
would be to add to the retired list many 
men about forty-five years old who would 
render no further service for the retired 
pay and allowance that they would re- 
ceive. It is desirable from every public 
standpoint, financial, industrial and moral, 
to avoid having able-bodied citizens in the 
prime of life living at the expense of the 
government without rendering service in 
return. The War Department on several 
occasions declined to recommend favor- 
able consideration of legislation authoriz- 
ing the retirement of enlisted men with 
less than thirty-years’ service. 

“Both bills (H.R. 12106 and H.R. 
13418) provide for an increase in retired 
pay and allowance, the increased cost to 
be met by deduction of one per cent. from 
the pay of all enlisted men on the active 
list. This method of meeting an increased 
cost of the retired list is not recommended 
for the following reasons: 

“(a) Only careful and extended investi- 
gation by the skilled actuaries, with full 
information and statistics, could determine 
whether the proposed deduction would be 
even approximately accurate to meet the 
Increased cost. 

“(b) The great majority of men who 
enlist in the Regular Army intend to re- 
turn to civil life after serving one or more 
enlistments. Such men have little or no 
interest in the provisions for retirement. 
It would be manifestly unfair to deduct 
Money from the pay of these men in order 
to meet the cost of the retired list which 
benefits them not at all. 

For the reasons above I recommend 
against favorable consideration of H.R. 
12106 and H.R. 13418.”

War Department Withdraws 
Veterans’ Bureau Officers 


UE to the recent reduction of the com- 

missioned personnel of the Army by 
Congress to 12,000, which hag resulted in 
curtailed activities in all branches of the 
land forces, Secretary of War Weeks on 
Jan. 13 issued orders recalling all Regular 
Army officers who have been on duty, in 
the Veterans’ Bureau. Seven officers were 
affected by this order, four to be relieved 
at once and the other three to be assigned 
duty elsewhere Feb. 1.

George P. Ahern, U.S.A., retired, of 
the employment service, rehabilitation 
division. 

Col. C. R. Forbes, Director of the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau, indicated that it 
was with great regret that the bureau was 
to lose the services of these Regular Army 
officers, whose professional qualifications 
had had much to do with the efficient ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the bureau. 
Colonel Forbes made the request, however, 
that three of the officers to be relieved be 
allowed to remain on duty :a the bureau 
until Feb. 1. This was granted. Tiecy 
are: Lt. Col. R. I. Rees, Inf.. assistant 
director and in charge of rehabilitation ; 
Tt. Col. R. U. Patterson, MC., assistant 
director and in charge of the medical divi- 
sion, and Maj.

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Weekly Washington Letter 


AVING discovered that the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers 


H are loyally co-operating with the 


Regular Army, Chairman Anthony of the 
War Department Appropriations Sub- 
committee, in the Appropriation bill, made 
a drive against the junior components of 
the Army of the United States. The bill 
as reported by Mr. Anthony to the whole 
committee would destroy the divisional or- 
ganization of the National Guard and pre- 
vent the development of an Organized Re- 
serve. The more that the Appropriation 
bill as reported by Mr. Anthony is studied, 
the more vicious and insidious do the at- 
tacks that he made on the Army of the 
United States appear. 

In his report on the bill and on the 
floor of the House, Mr. Anthony made very 
plausible statements in his claim of fair 
treatment to the Reserve officers. It was 
just such a statement as he made when he 
was explaining the conference report on 
the reduction of the number of officers pro- 
posed for the Regular Army. In his re- 

rt on the Regular Army, at that time, 

e told his colleagues that the bill ays 
agreed to would eliminate about a thou- 
sand officers. His misrepresentation was 
exposed by the letter of General Pershing 
to the Appropriations Committee, and 
within sixty days after the passage of the 
original act, as a result of a campaign 
conducted by the ArMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, the bill was amended so that the 
eliminations practically correspond to the 
original statement of Mr. Anthony. 


Anthony Cuts Reserve Appropriations 


N his report on the pending Army Ap- 

propriation bill Mr. Anthony stated 
that “the amount recommended will pro- 
vide for training twice the number of Re- 
serve officers trained during the current 
year.” He elaborated this statement when 
the bill was taken up on Jan. 16 by stat- 
ing that while there were in training 
camps last year between 4,500 and 5,000 
Reserve officers, the bill as it was then 
pending before the House would provide 
camps for 11,000 officers. 

Last year there was appropriated for 
pay and allowances for Reserve officers an 
even million dollars. The Apropriation 
bill as reported by Mr. Anthony provides 
for $1,100,000 for the same purpose. Last 
year the mileage and maintenance of camp 
appropriations were carried with the Reg- 
ular Army items. This year these items 
are carried under the head of Organized 
Reserves, as are other appropriations 
for the third component of the Army of 
the United States. By manipulating the 
items of the budget, Chairman Anthony 
made it appear in his report that the ap- 
propriations for the Reserve officers rec- 
ommended by his bill were almost $500,000 
in excess of last year’s appropriation. The 
increase for pay and allowances in the bill 
as reported is really $100,000. 

But even this is not the most serious 
blow which Mr. Anthony dealt the Organ- 
ized Reserves. He eliminated from the 
budget estimates $494,400 for the mainte- 
nance of the divisional and regimental 
headquarters of the Organized Reserves. 
Under last year’s budget the headquarters 
of the Organized Reserves were main- 
tained out of appropriations for the Regu- 
lar Army. Upon the insistence of Chair- 
man Anthony the appropriations for the 
Organized Reserves were separated from 
those for the Regular Army and the Na- 
tional Guard in this year’s budget. When 
he struck this item out of the budget he 
drove at the very heart of the third com- 
ponent of the Army of the United States. 

Without divisional and regimental head- 
quarters the Officers’ Reserve Corps will 
revert to a pre-war status. It will then 
only be a list of names in the War De- 
partment of men who have military knowl- 
edge and training. Such an arrangement, 
of course, will not prove attractive to Re- 
serve officers and the corps will gradually 
disappear. Without this item in the bud- 
get there will be no funds with which to 
detail Regular commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers for duty with the 
Organized Reserves. 


Reserves Unjustly Criticized 


‘THIS action on the part of Chairman 

Anthony will surprise no one who has 
scanned the printed report of the hearings 
before the sub-committee of the House 
Committee on Appropriations on the War 
Department’s bill. Scattered throughout 
the 823 pages of these hearings are sneers 
by Mr. Anthony at the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps.

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the Reserve officers because at the camps 
they discussed the necessity of additional 
appropriations for Reserves and for the 
Army of the United States.

“Mr. Anthony: Incidentally it was 
stated that nearly every lecture wound up 
with a plea to them to work for increased 
appropriations. 

“General Harbord: There was nothing 
in the instructions in regard to that. 

“Mr. Stafford: It would not be neces- 
sary to have it in the instructions, would 


“General Harbord: I should hope that 
these men were patriotic enough so that 
it would not be necessary.” 

Lt. Col. Howard C. Dickinson, a Re- 
serve officer on duty with the General 
Staff, was cross-questioned by “Chairman 
Anthony and Messrs. Stafford and Sisson 
when he appeared before the committee 
as if he were a defendant in a criminal 
proceeding. The third degree examination 
which this trio gave Colonel Dickinson on 
every item for the Organized Reserves ex- 
tended to thirty or forty pages of the print- 
ed hearings. 


Out of Sympathy With National Defense 


IX the course of the grilling which was 

given Col. Dickinson upon the project 
of maintaining units of the Organized Re- 
serves Mr. Anthony said: 

“It is a nice thing to have all of these 
regiments and have a Reserve officer call 
himself a colonel of the 306th Regiment, 
and have that printed on his calling card, 
but it does not look very practical.” 

This quotation is very expressive of Mr. 
Anthony’s attitude towards Reserve officers 
from the beginning. He is not in sympa- 
thy with the organization of the Army of 
the United States. He has resisted every 
effort to create an Army under the amend- 
ed National Defense act. Before the fed- 
eralization of the National Guard he was 
very friendly to it, as it served his pur- 
pose in making drives against the Regular 
Army. 

Now that the National Guard is really 
working with the Regular Army and both, 
with the Organized Reserves, are being 
welded into an effective force, he is not 
supporting the National Guard but is plot- 
ting against it as well as the Organized 
Reserves. 

His attitude towards the National 
Guard is revealed in the provision which 
he reported from the sub-committee, but 
was stricken out by the whole committee, 
that provided for the sale of the horses and 
mules now used by the National Guard 
and the R.O.T.C. Although the whole 
committee eliminated this provision which 
would have destroyed the divisional organ- 
izations in the National Guard and pre- 
vented the organization of others, it did 
not restore the appropriations for the 
mounted service and the Field Artillery 
whieh Mr. Anthony struck from the budget 
estimates. He struck from the estimates 
for forage $216,000 and appropriated $150,- 
000 less than for the fiscal year of 1923. 
He also reduced the compensation for the 
caretakers of animals and material to the 
amount of $729,273. These items in the 
budget are absolutely necessary if any pre- 
tense is made by the War Department to 
maintain and develop divisional organiza- 
tions in the National Guard. ‘The reduc- 
tions are only part of Mr. Anthonys’ pro- 
gram to confine the National Guard to the 
maintenance of Infantry. To further crip- 


ple the Natioal Guard, Mr. Anthony elim- 
inated from the budget a million dollars 
for expenses of camp instruction, $100,000 
for National Guard officers and men whom 
it was planned to send to school, and $50,- 
000 for the travel of Regular officers and 
men who were assigned to instruct the 
National Guard. In considering these re- 
ductions for the National Guard as well 
as for the Organized Reserves, it should 
be borne in mind that the budget esti- 
mates were cut to the bone. One of the 
members of the General Staff in reviewing 
them remarked that they were not only 
“eut to the bone, but part of the bone 
was cut away.” 

The lack of an adequate organization 
for war on the part of the land force of 
the United States was the cause of all the 
friction between the Regular Army and 
the temporary officers. It was also the 
cause of the friction between the Regular 
Army and the National Guard. It is just 
such men as Mr. Anthony that would sow 
the seeds in time of peace for a repetition 
of the same disturbing conditions in the 
next war. His efforts, both with this ap- 
propriation and the last appropriation 
bill, will be continued as long as he is 
chairman of the War Department sub- 
committee on appropriations. 


Navy Omnibus Bill Coming Out 


‘THE indications are that the Navy Omni- 
bus bill, with most of the recommenda- 
tions submitted by the department and 
printed in the last issue of the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL, will come out of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs some day 
next week. A sub-committee of which 
Senator Poindexter was chairman con- 
ducted a sort of a round table discussion 
of the bill this week which was attended 
by Secretary Denby, Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt, Maj. Gen. Lejeune and ten or 
twelve Navy and Marine Corps officers. 
The hearing was entirely informal, Chair- 
man Poindexter leading the discussion of 
all the provisions of the bill and the rec- 
ommendations of the War Department. 

Capt. Frye of the Naval Reserves ap- 
peared and urged the sub-committee to at- 
tach the Naval Reserve bill, which is pend- 
ing before the House Committee on Nava: 
Affairs. The sub-committee appeared to 
be inclined to the belief that this was too 
large a bill and contains too many prov'- 
sions to be carried by the Onmibus bill. 
The purpose of the Omnibus bill is to clean 
up a great many small matters of legisla- 
tion that have been pending in the depart- 
ment and before Congress for a number of 
years. It is possible that some provisions 
for the Naval Reserves may be included 
in the bill before it is reported out, but 
the committee does not think that there 1s 
sufficient time at this session to consider 
a measure which will result in the estab- 
lishment of a new policy for the Naval 
Reserves. 


Marine Corps Personnel 


PERHAPS the most important piece of 
legislation that will be included in the 
Omnibus bill is the provision for an in- 
crease in the efficiency of the Marine 
Corps, which, as a separate bill (H.R. 
13556), was on Jan. 15 reported out of 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs. 
The sub-committee of the Senate commit- 
tee, in addition to the statement made to 
it by Gen. Lejeune, has studied the hear- 
ings before the House committee and is 
inclined to the view, that sufficient consid- 


eration has been given to this recommen- 
dation from the department. 

The Navy Omnibus*bill is apt to be one 
of the last measures passed during this 
session. It is expected to provoke consid- 
erable discussion on the floor of the Senate 
and the joint conferees will have quite q 
problem before it in securing an agreement 
between the two houses. Very little of 
the legislation that will be in the bill when 
it gets through the Senate has been before 
the House, and some of the members in 
the lower House have announced their jp- 
tention of securing a full consideration of 
the measure. However, it is confidently be- 
lieved that the bill will be passed at this 
session and it will be of the greatest im. 
portance to the Navy. 


Investigation of Retirement Laws 


‘THE Begg resolution for an investiga- 

tion of the retired pay of the six Ser- 
vices is not yet on the program of the 
House for this session. Furthermore, it js 
doubtful whether it will be passed at this 
session. It is understood that the leaders 
of the House did not give Mr. Begg much 
encouragement when he asked for a spe 
cial rule to secure the passage of the reso- 
lution at this session. 

The resolution has been referred to the 
Committee on Rules, and it will probably 
remain there until Congress adjourns, 
There are so many bills pressing for con- 
sideration that the leaders are now tak- 
ing steps to limit the number that are to 
be placed on the program for the session. 
Opposition has developed to the Begg reso- 
lution. 

Some of the most influential members 
are insisting that there has been sufficient 
Service legislation during this session, 
They are inclined to leave the Services 
alone, especially as there is such a bitter 
debate in prospect over the Army Appro 
priation bill. With the Naval Omnibus 
bill up before both houses, it is being ar 
gued that Congress from now until its ad- 
journment must devote its time to other 
measures. 

This inclination to shut out all new Ser 
vice legislation for this session will no 
doubt prevent the consideration of a nun- 
ber of bills that are pending for the pur 
pose of relieving the inequalities and the 
injustices that have grown out of the pro- 
visions of the last Army Appropriation 
bill reducing the strengih of the corps of 
officers to 12,000. Chairman Wadsworth 
of the Senate Committee on Military Af 
fairs, who has looked into the situation in 
both houses, is the authority for the state 
ment that it will be useless to attempt t 
secure the passage of any bill of this char 
acter at this session. He admits that ther 
is need for this legislation, but says that 
it will be laid over until the next session. 


No Promotion for Captain Rush 


AFTER an extended and at times acri- 

monious hearing on the bill (S. 3356) 
authorizing the appointment of Capt. Wil 
liam R. Rush, U.S.N., retired, as a rear 
admiral, the House committee has infor 
mally agreed to make an adverse report 
on the bill. It is stated that if this bil 
were passed there are fifty-five officers 1 
the line and staff of the Navy that would 
be entitled to the same promotion. It 8 
argued by the members of the committe 
that if the bill for Capt. Rush is to & 
passed it should be so amended to extend 
the same rights to other officers who held 
high commands during the war. 


Vacancies in Medical Department 


[It is anticipated that there will be apr 
proximately twenty vacancies in 
Medical Corps and several in the Dental 
and Veterinary Corps by the end of 
present fiscal year. The vacancies In the 
Medical Corps will be filled in part throu 
the services of accepted applicants as 
ternes in United States Army general hot 
pitals, as provided for in the new Army 
Regulations, and in part by appointment 
as the result of examinations. It is pre 
able that this examination will be held ® 
June or July of this year. Appointments 
in the Dental Corps and Veterinary Ooms 
will be by examinations, which will p 
ably be held in the early summer. |. 
Progress is being made in the reviewins 
of the examination papers of master, tal 
nical and staff sergeants of the ed A 
Department, which were held on pe 
1922. Due to the fact that there are @ 
vacancies existing in the Medical De 
ment in these three grades, it is imp 
able that the results of this aa eso 
will be published before April 1. Ape 
mately 200 candidates presented them 
for appointment to the three grades 
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25-Year Retirement 
Meets Disapproval 


IX a letter to Chairman Kahn of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, 
Secretary Weeks disapproved the Fish 
pills (H.R. 12106 and H.R. 13418) for 
the retirement of enlisted men of the Reg- 
ular Army after twenty-five years’ service. 
The author of the bills, Mr. Fish, refuses 
to accept the letter of the Secretary as the 
fnal decision. He says while the letter 
will prevent any action at this session, 
that he will take the matter up not only 
with the department, but with the Mili- 
tary Committee and see what can be done 
to amend the bills so that they will meet 
the views of the department and at the 
same time improve conditions in the Reg- 
war establishment. 

“J am not surprised,” said Mr. Fish, 
“at an unfavorable reply from the Secre- 
tary of War. This is practically the same 
letter that has been written several times 
to members who have interested them- 
selves in this subject. It looks to me as 
if it had gone through the War Depart- 
ment aS a mere routine matter and does 
not indicate any study of the status of the 
enlisted men of the Regular Army as they 
are related to the new military policy. 

“By the elimination of double time for 
foreign service the actual active service 
that is required from a Regular enlisted 
man has been increased five years. Un- 
der the foreign service provision I am in- 
formed that the average length of service 
that was rendered by enlisted men before 
retirement was between twenty-three and 
twenty-four years.’ 

After citing the provisions of existing 
laws which govern the retirement of en- 
listed men. the Secretary of War said: 

“These laws provide for retirement of 
enlisted men after thirty years’ service 
with 75 per cent. of active pay, plus $15.75 
in lien of rations, clothing, quarters, fuel 
and light. It is believed that these pro- 
visions for retirement are not only fair 
but liberal. H.R. 12106 and H.R. 13418 
both reduce the service required for re- 
tirement from thirty years to twenty-five 
years. The minimum age of enlistments 
is eighteen years, and many enlist at about 
that age. The result of authorizing re- 
tirement with twenty-five years’ service 
would be to add to the retired list many 
men about forty-five years old who would 
render no further service for the retired 
pay and allowance that they would re- 
ceive. It is desirable from every public 
standpoint, financial, industrial and moral, 
to avoid having able-bodied citizens in the 
prime of life living at the expense of the 
government without rendering service in 
return. The War Department on several 
occasions declined to recommend favor- 
able consideration of legislation authoriz- 
ing the retirement of enlisted men with 
less than thirty-years’ service. 

“Both bills (H.R. 12106 and H.R. 
13418) provide for an increase in retired 
pay and allowance, the increased cost to 
be met by deduction of one per cent. from 
the pay of all enlisted men on the active 
list, This method of meeting an increased 
cost of the retired list is not recommended 
for the following reasons: 

“(a) Only careful and extended investi- 
tation by the skilled actuaries, with full 
information and statistics, could determine 
Whether the proposed deduction would be 
‘ven approximately accurate to meet the 
Increased cost. 

“(b) The great majority of men who 
ttlist in the Regular Army intend to re- 
turn to civil life after serving one or more 
ttlistments. Such men have little or no 
interest in the provisions for retirement. 
It would be manifestly unfair to deduct 
Money from the pay of these men in order 
to meet the cost of the retired list which 
benefits them not at all. 

‘For the reasons above I recommend 
‘gainst favorable consideration of H.R. 


1206 and H.R. 13418.”

War Department Withdraws

UE to the recent reduction of the com- 
missioned personnel of the Army by 
Congress to 12,000, which has resulted in 
curtailed activities in all branches. of the 
land forces, Secretary of War Weeks on 
Jan. 13 issued orders recalling all Regular 


Army officers who have been on duty, in 
the Veterans’ Bureau. Seven officers were 
affected by this order, four to be relieved 
at once and the other three to be assigned 
duty elsewhere Feb. 1. 

The officers who will be relieved imme- 
diately are: Lt. Col. Roger Brooke, chief 
of consultants; Lt. Col. Paul S. Halloran, 
who has had charge of the inspection sec- 
tion, medical division; Maj. Raymond | Ww. 
Bliss, assistant chief, hospital sub-divisi 
all three of whom are Medical officers, and 
Maj. George P. Ahern, U.S.A., retired, 
the employment _ service, po Reeves ti 
division. 

Col. C. R. Forbes, Director of the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau, indicated that it 
was with great regret that the bureau was 
to lose the services of these Regular Army 
officers, whose professional qualifications 
had had much to do with the efficient ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the Rane tne 
Colonel Forbes made the request, however, 
that three of the officers to be relieved be 
allowed to remain on duty :a the bureau 
until Feb. 1. This was granted. Tiey 
are: Lt. Col. R. I. Rees, Inf.. assistant 
director and in charge of rehabilitation ; 
Tt. Col. R. U. Patterson, M.C., assistant 
director and in charge of the medical divi- 
sion, and Maj. John G. MacDonald, A.G. 
O., who has been the liaison officer be- 
tween the War Department and the bu- 
reau. 

Lieutenant Colonel Rees will attend the

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Fight in House on Army Appropriation Bill 


i> presenting the Army Appropriation 
bill to the House Jan. 17, Chairman 
Anthony of the War Department subcom- 
mittee of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee raised the number of Reserve offi- 
cers that could be trained under the bill 
to 11,000. He confused the House by 
constantly referring to an unexpended bal- 
ance. Even the friends of the Reserve 
officers did not appear to understand that 
the situation was being misrepresented to 
them, but made a fight for (1) $5,000,000, 
as recommended by the Reserve Officers’ 
Association, and (2) to restore the budget 
estimates. 

On the amendment proposed by Repre- 
sentative Hill of Maryland for the budget 
estimates the committee was sustained by 
a vote of 29 to 58. 


Opens Fight for Reserves. 


Representative Hull of Iowa opened the 
fight for an increase in appropriations for 
the Reserves by proposing to increase the 

y and allowance for Reserve officers 
rom $1,350,000 to $5,000,000. Later he 
changed his amendment to read $3,000,000, 
and Representative Hill further reduced it 
by substituting a budget estimate of $1,- 
746,709. 


In urging an increase Mr. Hull said: 

“Of all the appropriations which we 
make for the national defense, that which 
we make for the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
accomplishes more on less money than any 
other appropriation. We have to-day in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps 69,000 officers. 
Of that number we ought to train one-half 
every year, so that every officer in the 
corps would receive training every two 
years. Unfortunately, as I understand it, 
only 17,000 of the 69,000 have applied for 
training next year. ‘To train the 17,000 
men will take $5,000,000. If you cut that 
to $1,350,000 you cannot train one-half of 
the men who have applied for training next 
year. At that rate you would not give 
training in six years’ time to the 69,000 
men that you have in the corps. 

“It is the testimony of all experts—and 
with that testimony I agree—that unless 
you train these officers every two years 
they become obsolete and practically of no 
value. The lesson of the recent war was 
that we did not have trained officers. 

“The great cost of the war in the lives 
of our boys was due to the fact that many 
of them went out to fight under officers 
who were not properly trained. If you do 
not train these Reserve officers you must 
train Regulars, and Regulars cost fifteen 
to twenty times as much money as it costs 
to train these officers in the Reserve Corps. 
The training lasts only two weeks. Surely 
if these men who come out of civil life 
offer to devote two weeks to the train- 
ing that is necessary for them to remain 
efficient, trained officers, we ought to give 
them the money that will make it possible 
for them to receive the training. I do not 
think it is necessary to have another de- 
bate on this. It is admitted by the chair- 
man of the committee that they have not 
provided enough money in the bill to take 
care of the men who have asked for train- 
ing. The amount of money that I propose 
will simply train the men who have asked 
for the privilege.” 


Mr. Anthony’s Answer 


Replying to Mr. Hull, Chairman An- 
thony said: 

“Probably that would be avery good 
source of revenue. But in regard to train- 
ing of Reserve officers I want to call the 
attention of the House to the fact that of 
the $1,000,000 appropriated for the pur- 
pose of the Organized Reserve last year 
there is $381,000 remaining unexpended 
to-day. The committee has increased the 
appropriations available for training the 
Reserve officers until we are going to train 
nearly double the number who were trained 
during the current year; and with our ex- 
perience during this year, when the De- 
partment was unable to use all the funds 
we appropriated, we feel sure that we have 
been exceedingly liberal in the treatment 
of this activity. There is no disposition on 
the part of the committee to hamper a 
reasonable amount of training for Reserve 
officers, but we think it would be extremely 
inadvisable to go to the limit suggested by 
the gentleman from Iowa.” 


Mr. Hill Explains Amendment 


Representative Hill in explaining his 
amendment said: 

“The printed hearings show that the 
committee went very fully into the matter 
of training the Reserve Corps. My pro- 

amendment is the amount the ar 
partment asked for, providing training 


for 15,000 officers. I understand from the 
chairman of the committee that the amount 
recommended by it will train 11,000 offi- 
cers. I think there should be 15,000 
trained, but I am glad to see that the com- 
mittee has doubled the number of officers 
to be trained next year over those trained 
this year.” 


Anthony Statement Questioned 


The statement of Chairman Anthony as 
to the number of Reserve officers that can 
be trained under the amount carried by 
the bill was questioned by Representative 
Snyder in urging an increase. Mr. Snyder 
said : 

“I am not certain whether the amount 
carried in this paragraph is sufficient to 
train 11,000 Reserve officers or not. I sin- 
cerely hope that it is. My judgment in 
regard to this matter is that we sho 
provide sufficient money to train every Re- 
serve officer who desires to be trained. I 
think that is money well spent. There is 
nothing that we can do in this country that 
will do so much in preparedness for war 
as to have a well organized and trained 
body of officers, and you cannot do that, 
you cannot keep the morale of the officers 
who desire to be trained to a proper stand- 
ard, unless you give the officers the train- 
ing that they are entitled to and need. I 
think it is fair to assume that the propa- 
ganda we have been earn about on this 
matter is a fair and honorable propaganda. 
It is brought to us on the part of the men 
themselves. 

“There is no doubt we are penny-wise 
and pound-foolish unless we provide suffi- 
cient money to train all of the officers who 
desire to be trained.” 


Unexpended Fund Explained 


Mr. Stafford interrupted by declaring 

that there is an unexpended balance of 
$381,000. 
“That may be so,” continued Mr. Sny- 
der. “It may be that last year arrange- 
ments could not be made so quickly to take 
care of the great number of Reserve offi- 
cers we found in the Reserve Corps. But 
there cannot be any question about that 
now, and if the managers of our Army 
down here are not keeping in step with 
this situation it is not the fault of the 
Reserve officers. They should take the 
money we provide for that purpose and put 
themselves in a position to use it. And if 
they do not they ought to be reprimanded 
for it. Everyone in this House knows that 
I have always been an advocate of pre- 
paredness. The first thing I did when I 
came into this House eight years ago was 
to drop a bill into the basket authorizing 
the expenditure of ,000,000 to be divid- 
ed equally between the Army and the Navy 
for the purpose of preparing the country 
for war that was imminent at that time, 
and if that had been done and the money 
had been expended for the necessaries of 
war this country would have saved a few 
years later more than $1,000,000,000 in 
the purchase of the same items.” 


Mr. Dowell Supports Amendment 


Representative Dowell of Iowa support- 
ed the amendment, declaring: “I heartily 
agree with the gentleman from New York 
(Mr. Snyder). According to the state- 
ment made by the chairman of the commit- 
tee there will be at least 8,000 or 9,000 of 
these Reserve officers who cannot be 
trained and who have received no train- 
ing since they went out of the Service. If 
we are to take advantage of the opportu- 
nity we now have of keeping these Reserve 
officers in training we should give them an 
opportunity each year to continue to work. 
If they have the opportunity now they 
will take advantage of it and do this work. 
If you postpone it for four or five years it 
may be possible they may lose interest in it 
and you will not get their service. 

“I want to say a word about the state- 
ment of the chairman of the sub-commit- 
tee relative to this propaganda. This is 
not propaganda as stated by the gentle- 
man from New York (Mr. Snyder) ; it is 
an earnest desire on the part of these Re- 
serve officers to take their training every 
year and to keep abreast of the Iatest 
there is in military matters. 

“As suggested by the gentleman from 
New York, I believe we will make a mis- 
take if we refuse to give these officers the 
opportunity to continue this training. It 
has now been more than three years since 
some of them have had this training, and 
at least 9,000 of them cannot have any 
training this year. My judgment is that 
you can multiply that 9, several times 


and still be within the limit of those who 
desire to continue the training. I 


heartily in favor of amendment suggested 
by the gentleman from Maryland (Mr. 
Hill), and I believe if these officers are 
willing to devote their time to the interest 
of the government we can afford to pay 
their expenses in order to keep these Re- 
serve officers well trained.” 

Representatives Parker of New Jersey, 
Newton of Minnesota and Husted of New 
York joined in urging an increase for the 
Organized Reserves. 


Discouraging Reservists 


_ Mr. Husted closed the discussion by say- 
ing: 

“I move to strike out the last two words 
for the purpose of asking the gentleman a 
question. I would like to ask the chairman 
if he-does not think it would tend to dis- 
courage men from entering the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps, and remaining in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps if we do not make reason- 
able provision for the training of those 
officers who want training and whom the 
War Department say they have the facili- 
ties to train? If men enter the Reserve 
Corps and want training, men who are 
really interested and want to become effi- 
cient officers, and they are told by the War 
Department they can take care of, say, 17,- 
000 officers, and you make provision for 
only 11,000, does not the gentleman think 
these officers will be rather discouraged? 
Desirable men will not want to stay in 
and other men will not want to come in. 
They will realize they cannot be trained 
in the Reserve Corps. They may be will- 
ing to accept the situation if they are con- 
vinced that the Army cannot assimilate 
them rapidly enough to furnish training 
for all who want it, but if they are told 
by the Army that they can take care of 
them and Congress refuses to make the 
necessary appropriation, it seems to me it 
would have the tendency to discourage 
them and to weaken interest in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps.” 


Cut in Army Rejected 


_An amendment provided by Representa- 
tive Jones of Texas reducing the strength 
of the Regular Army to 115,000 was re- 
jected without a record vote. Even Mr. 
Stafford opposed it, ecntending that Con- 
gress had fixed the strength of the Regular 
Army at 125,000. In giving his views 
upon the subject Mr. Stafford said: 

“A year ago the House adopted as the 
enlisted force of the Army 115,000 men. 
The Senate, as I now recall, adopted an 
amendment providing for a force of 140,- 

as a maximum, with an average 
strength of 130,000 men. In conference 
the limit was fixed at 125,000 men. That 
does not mean that there are 125,000 en- 
listed men at any time in the Army. It 
is impossible under the arrangement o 
enlistment to have that number. The maxi- 
mum number, as figured by the War De- 
partment, is 95 per cent. of the total en- 
listed strength or 118,500. But the 118,- 
500 men are not all enlisted men. Tech- 
nically they are enlisted men, but that also 
includes all of the non-commissioned offi- 
cers and those non-commissioned officers 
in the various five grades numbered on 
Oct. 31 last, 28,970. On Oct. 31 last the 
number of enlisted men proper was about 
86,000 men and all the others of the to- 
tal enlisted strength of 114,800 were men 
in the non-commissioned officer grade. So 
it will be seen that we are not even pro- 
viding for an Army of 125,000 men. We 
had on October 31 last a skeleton Army 
of enlisted men of 86,000 and that is the 
lowest, in my opinion, that the Army can 
pessibly have to act as a skeleton Army 
for the various activities of the Govern- 
ment. 

“We waged the fight as to the size of 
the Army and we waged it strongly in the 
committee of conference for three weeks. 
Never before in my legislative service have 
I known of an appropriation bill being so 
long in conference as the Army Appro- 
priation bill last year. For three weeks 
every day, morning and afternoon, your 
conferees were contending for a lower 
military personnel, and we won. 

As the personnel of this house has not 
changed, the Constitution provides that we 
shall not provide for a Military Estab- 
lishment for a longer period than two 
years. Your sub-committee accepted the 
action of the House, which was agreed 
upon as the policy at least for this Con- 
gress, and decided that we would not go 
into the discussion of a question of that 
kind this session.” 

An amendment giving warrant officers 
flying pay was rejected on a point of or- 


er. 
The Bursum bill providing retired pay 


for disabled emergency officers was pro- 
posed by Representative Lineberger of 
California. Without much discussion the 
amendment went out on a point of order. 


Slap at General Harbord 


An amendment directed at Gen. Har. 
bord, which reads as follows, was adopted: 

“None of the funds appropriated in this 
act shall be used for payment of any 
officer of the Armv on the active or retired 
list while such officer is engaged in the 
business of selling supplies or services to 
the United States, or is employed by an 
individual, partnership, or corporation 
which engages in such business.” 

In supporting it, Mr. Dickson, who pro 
posed the resolution, said: 

“The provision of the Navy bill of June 
10, 1896, carries this provision with refer- 
ence to retired and active officers in the 
Navy. Just now we have put in a similar 
provision as to the retirement of Gen. 
Crowder. Now we have the retirement of 
Gen. Harbord, who immediately becomes 
president of the Radio Corporation of 
America, not because he is an expert in 
radio, but on account of the influence that 
they hope he will have in selling their 
products to the U.S. Government. I have 
no objection to his getting a good job, but 
I do say that if he is going to be engaged 
in the manufacture of articles for sale to 
the Government he ought not to be en- 
titled to any retired pay in the Army. 
For that reason I want to see a provision 
of this kind put in with reference to re 
tired officers or active officers in the Army.” 


Captains Who Were Demoted 


Without much discussion an amend- 
ment to the Army Appropriation bill 
which will afford relief to the demoted eap- 
tains who were originally among the lieu 
tenants, was accepted on Jan. 18 by Chair- 
man Anthony of the War Department sub- 
committee of House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, which was proposed by Repre 
sentative Hull of Iowa. It provides “that 
no part of the money therein appropriated 
shall be used to pay for the allowance or 
subsistence of any captain promoted after 
the passage of this act in the Army until 
all first lieutenants in the Army otherwise 
eligible who were demoted from the grade 
of captain under the provisions of the act 
of Congress approved June 30, 1922, as 
amended by the act of Sept. 14, 1922, shall 
be promoted to the grade of captain in 
advance of officers who were serving in the 
grade of first lieutenant on June 30, 1920, 
notwithstanding the names of some 
those demoted captains are carried on the 
promotion list below the names of some 
first lieutenants.” 

In urging the adoption of the amend- 
ment Mr. Hull said: “I want to say, how- 
ever, that that is not the main object 0 
the amendment. The real object of this 
amendment is to do an act of justice t0 
about 200 officers who have been demoted. 
It comes about in this way; in 1920, we 
passed the Army reorganization act, and, 
due to that act, they reorganized the Army 
and placed certain men in certain grades 
and with compensating rank. We pet 
mitted them to place men who had had 
World War experience as they saw fit, at 
cording to the efficiency that those off- 
cers had shown during the war. Now they 
took a great number of National Guard 
officers and others and placed them above 
scme who had had longer service recor 
It was due to their actual efficiency as off 
cers, as demonstrated in the World War. 
am sure you will all agree that this was 
wise. F

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Troops to Embark 
at Antwerp, Jan. 26 


HE cabled instructions to Maj. Gen. 

Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., commanding 
the United States troops in Germany, 
from Maj. Gen. R. C. Davis, The A.G. of 
the Army, stated that the transport St. 
Mihiel, selected to bring the troops home 
would embark them at either Bremen or 
Hamburg, as Gen. Allen preferred. It 
has been finally decided, however, that 
the troops shall embark at Antwerp on 
Jan. 26, and that the ship will sail for 
home on that date. She is due at Ant- 
werp Jan. 22 from New York. a3 

General Allen was instructed to utilize 
the maximum capacity of this vessel for 
carrying personnel and all freight except 
officers’ mounts. Excess supplies will be 
disposed of in accordance with law and 
regulations. Excess personnel will be trans- 
ported on a commercial liner to New York, 
the arrangements to be made by Gen. Allen. 

The approximate capacity of the trans- 
port is: 80 first class, 40 second class, 
980 troop class passengers; cargo capacity 
with troops; 1,600 measured tons. 
effects and records only. 

The St. Mihiel is due at Savannah, Ga., 
Feb. 7; Charleston, S.C., Feb. 8, and at 
New York about Feb. 10. 


Field Artillery School 
to Issue “The Shrapnel” 


THE Year Book of the Field Artillery 
School for this year is to be called 
“The Shrapnel.” The present class has 
broken away from the title of the preced- 
ing years, believing that The Shrapnel is 
more indicative of artillery than “The 
Mil.” 

The book will contain data pertaining 
to all the courses that have been given at 
the school during the year and will include 
many articles on the other organizations 
at Fort Sill. 

The organization of the board has been 
completed and is as follows: Editor-in- 
chief, Captain Zimmerman; editor, Cap- 
tain Gammell; assistants, Major Crane, 
Captains Black, Hershey, Fye, Maris, L. 
F. Crane, Winlock, Lee and Oleson; art 
editor, Captain Haley; assistant, Captain 
Thompson; business manager, Captain 
Brenizer; assistants, Captains Whitlock 
and Harrison. 

The board expects to have the book 
ready for delivery some time in May. 





Urging Regular Mileage 
Allowance for Reserves 


HE Secretary of War, as well as Maj. 

Gen. Harbord, former Deputy Chief of 
Staff, and a number of the members of the 
General Staff, have urged Congress to re- 
peal that part of the act of June 30, 1920, 
which makes an allowance of four cents 
per mile to Reserve officers who are or- 
dered to training camps. The Seeretary 
made this recommendation in a letter to 
the Speaker of the House and the chair- 
man of the Military Committee. General 
Harbord and the members of the General 
Staff urged the repeal of the provision in 
testimony before the War Department sub- 
committee on appropriations. 

In the course of his letter to Congress 
the Secretary says: “The repeal of legis- 
lation in the War Department Appropria- 
tion act of June 30, 1922, which restricts 
this allowance in certain cases to four 
cents per mile, and discrimination against 
a certain class of patriotic members of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, is believed to be 
most important, and I desire to recom- 
mend it to your favorable consideration. 
But for this restriction Reserve officers 
would receive eight cents per mile, as do 
Regular officers under the general provi- 
sions of Section 37 of the National De- 
fense act.” 

In his letter to the Speaker of the 
House, the Secretary declared that this 
restriction was contrary to the one-Army 
idea, and unjust discrimination against 
Reserve officers. 


British Naval Paper 
Quotes Captain Knox 


HE NAVY, official organ of the British 
Navy League, in its December issue, 
devotes considerable space to a review of 
& recent article in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL by Captain Knox. The paper

M.O. of World War Wants 
Battle Monuments Abroad 


HE Military Order of the World War 

of which Rear Admiral T. J. Cowie, 
U.S.N., is at present commander-in-chief, 
is taking an active interest relative to the 
creation of an American Battle Monu- 
ments Commission to erect suitable me- 
morials, commemorating the services of 
the American soldier in Europe. 

During the hearings held in Washing- 
ton, D.C., recently before the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs relative to the creation 
of a committee to take charge of the mat- 
ter, Rear Admiral Cowie on behalf of the 
Military Order of the World War, spoke 
strongly in favor of the passage of a bill 
to defray the necessary expense. 

“Of the millions who sailed for Europe 
in the interest of humanity,” said Admiral 
Cowie in the course of his remarks, “thou- 
sends never returned, but gave their all on 
the battlefields that we propose to mark. 
Many returned who left arms and legs; 
others returned sightless and will never 
be able to see the battlefields when prop- 
erly marked., But to all these brave men 
we owe a debt of gratitude that can never 
be paid, and the very least we can do, at 
whatever cost, is to carry out the pro- 
visions of the proposed bill and let the 
world know that the achievements of the 
American soldier during the World War 
can never be minimized su far as may be 
in the power of this nation to prevent it.” 


General Patrick Addresses 
American Defense Society 


ADDRESSING the trustees of the Amer- 

ican Defense Society and their guests 
at the University Club, New York city, 
on Jan. 16, Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, 
Chief of Air Service, made a forcible pre- 
sentation of the need for an adequate, effi- 
cient, up-to-date Air Service as a compo- 
nent of the Army of the United States, 
and of the role this Air Service would 
play in national defense. 

Among other things, General Patrick 
said: “An Army with the antiquated 
weapons used in our Civil War would have 
a better chance for victory over one equip- 
ped with machine guns and modern can- 
non than an Army without aircraft over 
one supplied with these aerial fighting ma- 
chines. Military men have agreed that in 
the next war, if one side can obtain and 
maintain supremacy in the air, it will in- 
evitably be the victor. The only adequate 
defense which can be opposed to an at- 
tacking air force is an air force of our: 
own. Our people did not have these facts 
bombed into them as did they in England, 
France and Belgium. It is scarcely too 
much to say that a few bombs dropped by 
hostile aircraft in the United States might 
have done more good than harm, as they 
would certainly have aroused our people 
and convinced them of the necessity for 
the development of aviation.” 

Speaking of recent developments in alr 


craft, General Patrick said: “The Army 
Air Service now holds the records for alti- 
tude, endurance, speed and long distance 
flying in an airplane. An Air Service 
pilot has ascended to a height of about 
seven and one-half miles above the earth’s 
surface. 

“Air Service pilots flew without stop- 
ping from San Diego, Calif., to Indian- 
apolis, Ind., a distance of over 2,000 miles, 
or practically as far as from San Fran- 
cisco to Honolulu. 

“An Air Service pilot flying a straight- 
away course with and against the wind 
made an average speed of a little better 
than 229 miles per hour. 

“The Air Service has practically solved 
the problem of vertical flight. A new ma- 
chine, a Helicopter, has actually risen 
straight from the ground, hovered in the 
air, moved from place to place at the will 
of the pilot and then descended direct to 
the ground. This is a remarkable step 
forward.” 


House Committee to Act 
on Navy Modernization 


[It now develops that it will be necessary 

for the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs to take the initial action upon legis- 
lation for the modernization of the U.S. 
Navy. This grows out of the fact that 
there is a limit fixed by law of $300,000 
that can be expended on the repair and 
improvement of a battleship. Any appro- 
priations to exceed this amount which 
would come from the Appropriations Com- 
mittee will be subject to a point of order. 

It is expected, therefore, that the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs will next 
week take up a bill for this purpose and 
conduct hearings. 


Captains to be Selected 
for New Scout Cruisers 


A® soon as Adm. Washington, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, recovers from an attack of the 
grippe which is at present confining him 
to his house, he will select commanders for 
six new scout cruisers which are now ap- 
proaching completion. Pursuing the usual 
policy of the Navy Department, they will 
be detailed as inspectors of the ships until 
the cruisers are put in commission and 
they will then assume command. Included 
in the list of ships are the Richmond, De- 
troit, Concord, Omaha, Milwaukee and 
Cincinnati. 
The battleships West Virginia and Co o- 
rado will also be placed in commission 
during the summer. 


Graduates of Naval Academy 
to be Commissioned 


UNDER the provisions of the Naval Ap- 

propriation bill the clouds which have 
hung over the future of the midshipmen 
now at the U.S. Naval Academy have been 
removed. 

The classes of 1923, 1924, 1925 and 
1926 will be offered commissions in the 
Navy as in former years. After that there 
will be a reduction in the number of mid- 
shipmen under the law which limits each 
Senator and Member to three midshipmen. 
The quota of the President and for enlisted 
men has not been reduced. 


Inspection Trip of Chief 
of Infantry, U.S.A. 


M243. GEN. CHARLES 8. FARNS- 

WORTH, Chief of Infantry, is con- 
templating an inspection trip which will 
take him to Fort Benning, Ga., and sev- 
eral other stops en route, leaving Wash- 
ington about Jan. 24. His itinerary is be- 
ing planned so that he will be on hand to 
greet the 8th U.S. Infantry of the Ameri- 
can Forces in Germany, which, according 
to the present schedule of the War De- 
partment, will land at Savannah, Ga., be- 
tween Feb. 6 and 8. According to the ten- 
tative schedule, Gen.. Farnsworth will in 
all probability go to Porto Rico later for 
an inspection of Infantry activities. 

On the trip to the Southland the general 
will be accompanied by Capt. Raymond L. 
Shoemaker, arms and equipment section, 
office of the Chief of Infantry. The gradu- 
ation of the National Guard officers at the 
Infantry School will take place on Jan. 31, 
and Gen. Farnsworth will in all probabil- 
ity make the principal address on this oc- 
casion. It is expected that the general 
will make brief stops at Spartanburg, At- 
lanta and Columbus, and perhaps one or 
two other points. The present plans call 
for Gen. Farnsworth to return to Wash- 
ington before leaving for his Porto Rican 
trip. 


More Provisions 
in Omnibus Bill 


HREE additional sections, which were 

not included in the recommendations 
of the Navy Department printed in last 
week’s ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, were 
submitted this week to the sub-committee 
of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. 
Two of them are for the Naval Reserve 
and the third relates to the pay bill as it 
affects the Naval Academy graduates of 
the class of 1917 and thereafter. It is 
stated that these provisions will be in- 
cluded in the bill when it is reported from 
the Senate committee. 

Chairman Poindexter, while he is not 
ready to include the bill for the reorgani- 
zation of the Naval Reserve in the Omni- 
bus bill, has indicated a desire to enact 
urgent legislation for the benefit of the 
Reserves. One provision would furnish 
subsistence for week-end training trips 
for the Reserves. This provides: 


That officers and men of the Naval 


Reserve (Class 2), who may, upon 
their own application under such reg- 
ulations as the Secretary of the Navy 
may prescribe, perform training duty 
for periods of less than fifteen days 
each may be furnished subsistence in 
kind or commutation therefor at the 
rate fixed by law. 

The other provides for the confirmation 
of enrolled enlisted men in the lowest en- 
listed ratings. The text of this provision 
is as follows: 

That enrolled men of the Naval Re- 
serve may hereafter, in the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Navy. be con- 
firmed in the lowest enlisted ratings 
of the naval service without first per- 
forming the minimum amount of ac- 
tive service required in the act ap- 
proved Aug. 2%, 1916. making appro- 
priations for the naval service for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1917. 

Lt. J. B. Heffernan, U.S.N., after be- 
ing introduced by Assistant Secretary of 
Navy Roosevelt, presented in a very able 
manner the claims of the graduates of the 
Naval Academy of 1917, and later for an 
amendment to the pay bill. He submitted 
tables which indicated that officers in this 
class will be called upon to aceept a lower 
rate of pay under the new pay bill than 
under the schedule of 1908. He argued 
that this is contrary to the purposes for 
which Congress enacted the new pay law. 
This result is due to the operation of the 
provisions of law which deprive graduates 
of Annapolis of the credit for service at 
the Academy. 

In the course of his argument Lt. Hef- 
fernan said that an examination of the 
pay schedule would show that the class of 
1917 would draw during the next twenty- 
four years from $13,500 to $15,000 less 
than those of 1916 for the same rank and 
length of service. Married officers of the 
class of 1917 will receive a slight increase 
over the 1908 schedule, but unmarried offi- 
rag suffer a reduction amounting 
to $8, \ 


Policy as to Disabled 
Emergency Officers 


HE War Department, being of the opin- 

ion that recent press dispatches have 
misconstrued the attitude of the depart- 
ment with respect to compensation for 
disabled emergency officers, believes that 
its stand on this subject should be 
clear. On Jan. 15 the Secretary of War 
authorized the republication of a para- 
graph of a letter written by him to Mr. 
John Thomas Taylor, vice chairman of 
the National Legislative Committee of the 
American Legion, which was dated Feb. 
18 1922. The paragraph reads: 

“TI, therefore, assure you that any relief 
measure devised, even though it be the for- 
mation of a veterans’ retired list with pay 
and privileges corresponding to those of 
Regular Army retired officers, will not be 
opposed so long as the measure fulfils the 
few conditions deemed essential by the 
War Department. These conditions are 
that the Regular Army retired list, as such, 
be not used for the relief of temporary per- 
sonnel, that the relief measure be such 
that the War Department is not called 
upon for its administration in whole or in 
part, and that the relief does not involve 
the use of any funds appropriated for the 
Army for any purpose. 

“Furthermore, should the measure de 
vised fulfil the conditions of being in ac-

What the U.S. Navy Costs and Who Pays for It 


HE Navy League of the United 

States has just issued a compre- 

hensive statement of the deficien- 
cies of the present Navy, and the cost of 
remedying them, together with arguments 
why they should be remedied. 

The league compares the present $300,- 
000,000 Navy with the $400,000,000 Navy 
we must provide to maintain our place in 
the 5-5-3 ratio. The statement, which is 
complete in every detail, and rather 
lengthy, has been sent out to all the news- 
papers in the country over the signature 
of Robert W. Kelley, president. 

The accompanying map was prepared 
by William Howard Gardiner of the league 
and shows graphically where the support 
of the Navy lies. 

The following is taken from the com- 
plete statement of the league: 





Value of the Navy 


‘THE accompanying map shows that 
most of the inland and southern states 
seem to look on the Navy otherwise than 
do almost all the coastal states and some 
few inland states. 

While different parts of a country may 
prosper merely by interchanging products, 
it stands to reason that a business, a com- 
munity or a nation cannot prosper as much 
by supplying only its own wants as it 
could if it supplied its own wants and also 
sold its surplus production to others in ex- 
change for materials and for the owner- 
ship of overseas property, as England has 
been doing to her great profit for centuries. 

The maximum net profit from produc- 
tion, whether it be farming or manufac- 
turing, comes from the sales of the sur- 
plus production over and above that re- 
quired to meet home needs or operating 
expenses. 

In the main, the great bulk of the prod- 
ucts of the United States come from the 
shaded area in the accompanying map. 
And the volume of profitable sales of sur- 
plus products, most of which originate in- 
land, to a great extent determines whether 
or not the year is profitable to the miner, 
to the farmer, and to the mechanic and 
manufacturer. The low level to which low 
exports dragged business during the last 
two years has shown us how all suffer 
when exports shrink. 


Three Centuries Behind Times 


THovuGH England’s experience during 

the last three centuries has proved that 
the defense and development of overseas 
markets and trade is vitally important to 
the inland producing regions as well as to 
the coastal trading ports, and though her 
experience has proved that an adequate 
Navy is essential to the defense and devel- 
opment of overseas markets and trade, the 
accompanying map and tabulations show 
that most Congressmen from our inland 
and southern states to-day look upon our 
Navy about as the inland counties of Eng- 
land looked upon the British navy three 
hundred years ago. 


The Results of the Arms Conference 


THe shaded states in the map are those 

the majority of whose representatives 
in Congress voted specifically to reduce our 
Navy away below the treaty ratio agreed 
on at the Washington Conference for the 
Limitation of Armaments. As far as the 
size of our Navy is concerned, all that re- 
sulted from the conference was that we 
were to scrap seventeen old capital ships 
and stop building thirteen of the fifteen 
new capital ships under construction; but 
we were authorized to build five new air- 
craft carriers. No limitations were put 
on the number of cruisers, destroyers, sub- 
marines or other auxiliaries we or any 
other power might build. 

At the close of the conference our Navy 
was somewhat undermanned, though it had 
over 100,000 enlisted men, though on fif- 
teen of the old ships to be scrapped there 
were in all less than 1,000 men, and though 
no crews had been provided for the new 
capital ships, for the new aircraft carriers, 
for ten new cruisers and other unlimited 
auxiliaries we were building. Further- 
more, the evidence before Congress was 
that the British navy would continue to 
have over 100,000 men and the Japanese 
over 70,000. Under these circumstances 
the 5-5-3 ratio called for about 120,000 
men in our Navy. But the “little navy” 
group in Congress, under the lead of Pat- 
rick H. Kelley of Michigan (since de- 
feated), insisted on authorizing only 67,- 
000 men—which would have reduced us 
actually below Japan instead of maintain- 
ing the 5-3 ratio. Secretary Hughes en- 
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AP showing the states the majority of whose Representatives in Congress

The designation of a state as being “Little Navy” is based on the vote in Con- 


gress of April, 1922 (Vare Amendment). 


The majority of the members of that state 


voted to cut down this amendment which approximately appropriated $304),000,000, a 
sum very inadequate to properly man, operate, and allow for new construction, a Navy 
in keeping with the Washington Treaty, i.e., the 5-5-3 ratio. 

The larger amounts given in each state indicate the average cost to each of its 
inhabitants for the year 1922-23 which made up the $300,000,000 appropriated for the 


Navy. 


The smaller amounts given in heavy type in each state indicate the average ad- 


ditional cost to each of its inhabitants to increase the appropriation to $400,000,000, 
a sum more nearly approximating the “Treaty Navy” (5-5-3 ratio) by allewing for 
absolutely necessary new construction and modernization of vessels, personnel and fuel. 

Note.—Montana and Utah were evenly split on the vote in Congress, but for statis- 
tical purposes, Utah is considered as “Little Navy” and Montana as for a “Treaty 


Navy.” 





tered a plea for the effective maintenance 
of equality with Great Britain and five- 
thirds the strength of Japan, and Presi- 
dent Harding said that 86,000 men was 
the minimum our Navy could get along 
with for the time being. 

The Vare amendment—which was car- 
ried—raised the 67,000 men advocated by 
Congressman Kelley to 86,000, but not to 
the 129,000 then called for by the treaty 
ratio, 


Who Pays for the Navy? 


‘THE twenty-five “little navy” states, 

with nearly 51,500,000 inhabitants, 
furnish less than 32 per cent. of the money 
to support the Navy—and they furnish it 
at the average rate for all of them of only 
$1.86 per capita per annum. That is 
what the total so-called “crushing burden 
of naval armament” amounts to in our 
“little navy” states—$1.86 per inhabitant 
per year! 

The twenty-three “treaty navy” states, 
with over 57,000, inhabitants, furnish 
over 68 per cent. of the money to support 
the Navy—and they do this at the average 
rate of $3.57 per capita per annum, while 
the cost of the Navy to the whole country 
averages only $2.76 per capita per annum, 
or less than three-quarters of a cent per 
head per day! That is the economic strain, 
“the crushing burden” our Navy imposes 
on i to-day—less than three-quarters of 
a cen 


Who Profits by the Navy? 


WHEN we recall that most of our ex- 

ports originate in our interior and 
southern states—in our “little navy” 
states—and that history has shown that 
an adequate Navy is essential for the de- 
velopment of overseas markets and export 
trade, it is interesting to note that the 
states in which undoubtedly over two- 
thirds of our exports originate are paying 
less than one-third of the cost of the Navy 
which renders our “little navy” states over 
twice the commercial service it renders the 
“treaty navy” states, which pay over two- 
thirds of its cost. In other words, for 
every dollar the “little navy” states spend 
on the Navy they get over four times the 
commercial service that the “treaty navy” 
states do. And yet it ig the “little navy” 
states that are objecting to the desires of 


the “treaty navy” states for what all our 
authorities who labored through the Wash- 
ington conference agree is the minimum 
Navy “necessary to our defense and to 
our prestige’—the “treaty navy” in all 
respects. 


Requirements Afloat 


IX extension of the above statements as 
to cruisers and submarinés, we deem it 
proper to make the following outline of 
the total requirements—apart from avia- 
tion proper—that now -eem necessary to 
round out and balance up ovr fleet und to 
make it adequately efficient under the 5- 
5-3 ratio. But it should be realized that 
changes in the British and Japanese pro- 
grams may call for corresponding changes 
in the following estimates:

in should be borne prominently in mind 
that a fleet of naval vessels is just as 
dependent on supply and operating bases 
as is the rolling stock of a railroad—it is 
even more dependent on them. At the 
present time our naval bases on the At- 
lantic coast are slightly deficient; but 
our bases on the Pacific are wholly inade- 
quate to support the fleet in the Pacifi-: 
even in peace time. To the fleet figures 
above given should be added at least the 
following :

One of the very important and costly 
essentials in a naval base are adequate 
docking facilities.

Annual Costs 


STUDY of procedure in naval cop- 

struction suggests that only about one- 
tenth of this total sum, or $70,000,000, 
could be expended efficiently in the first 
year in which the construction to bring 
the Navy actually up to the 5-5-3 ratio is 
inaugurated. And it would seem to be alte 
gether a matter of surmise as to how rap- 
idly such a program should be completed, 
in view of the unsettled state of affairs in 
Europe, in the Near East, and in the Far 
East. 

It was shown above that the 5-5-3 ratio 
calls for an enlisted personne! in the Unite@ 
States Navy of about 108,000 men. But 
until construction now in hand is com- 
pleted-—about a year hence—it would s:em 
that we might be able to do with a total 
of only about 96,000 men, to complete the 
complements of vessels now undermanned 
and to put in commission vessels to com 
pensate, for instance, for those now being 
used in humanitarian work in the Near 


East.

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General Palmer on 
Reserve Promotion 


—_——- 





HE following remarks upon promo- 

tion of Reserve officers, made by 
Brig. Gen. John McA. Palmer, U.S.A., 
on several occasions, on which he has 
addressed Reserve officers, have uni- 
formly proved so interesting to the Re- 
serve officers who have heard them that 
they are being published for the benefit 
of the whole corps of officers. 











N the development of the Reserve or- 

ganization since the adoption of the 
Regulations in 1921, it has become appa- 
rent to those who have considered the mat- 
ter carefully that there is a very close 
connection between the promotion system 
and the training system. It is recognized 
that there should be definite standards of 
qualification for promotion from grade to 
grade, and if g0, it is quite obvious that 
our facilities for training should be largely 
directed toward preparing ambitious offi- 
cers for such promotion. 

A study of the Swiss system throws a 
very interesting light on this question. In- 
deed, an examination of the Swiss system 
must be instructive to us in every way at 
this time, because the Swiss have had a 
century of practical experience in all mat- 
tess relating to the training of a citizen 
army and the promotion of citizen soldiers. 
We should not dismiss the Swiss system 
from practical consideration because it is 
based upon compulsory military service. 
It is true that all young Swiss must quali- 
fy for service as privates in their National 
Army, but their promotion to the succes- 
sive higher grades is not compulsory and 
depends upon careful preparation for each 
step of promotion, with exacting practical 
tests of capacity to command in the new 
grade. 


The Training of Officers 


The Swiss system of officer training is 
based very largely on the principle that 
citizen soldiers should be trained for one 
grade at a time. All young Swiss must 
inke the recruit course and qualify as pri- 
vetes. Out of those who qualify as pri- 
yates, a smaller number who aspire to be- 
come leaders attend a short course at a 
non-commissioned officers’ school. If they 
viss through this course successfully, then 
they are tested in the actual command of 
asquad. Out of those who have qualified 
as non-commissioned officers, a still smaller 
number of selected men attend a lieuten- 
ants’ school. Again the theoretical course 
is followed by a practical test as to the 
capacity of the candidate tu command a 
platoon. There is a separate course to 
prepare officers for promotion from the 
grade of lieutenant to captain, and so on 
np to the top. No officer can enter any 
grade in the Swiss army unless he is defi- 
nitely prepared for that grade and has 
teen subjected to the practical test of 
actually conuranding and instructing the 
corresponding nniitary unit. 

In considering the amount of work, ex- 
tended over a long period ot years, which 
is required of a Swiss citizen soldier in 
order to prepare himself to become a colo- 
nel, we are at first astonished that any 
busy civilian should bear such a burden of 
wilitary duty. But when we examine the 
precevs and find that the candidate has 
only been expected to go one step at a 
time and that, as we rise in rank, the 
number required for the successive grades 
diminishes rapidly, we find the real key to 
the Swiss system. 


How System Applies Here 


The application of this phase of the 
Swiss system to American conditions is 
illustrated by the following table, in which 
the number of officers in the several grades 
an infantry division is shown: 

562 lieutenants, 165 captains, 51 
majors, 24 lieutenant colunels, 9 colo- 
nels, 3 brigadier generals, 1 major 
general, 

We find, for example, that we have 562 
lieutenants, and when we consider the ar- 
Mngeincnts for their future training we 
Stould bear in mind that the organization 
Will be satisfied if only nine of them should 
ever become colonels. We find that a 
Somd premotion system should lie between 
two extremes. 1f we should make the re- 
tireaents for promotion so severe that no 
citizen cficer could qualify for the higher 
grades, then we would defeat the entire 
tLoect of the citizen army. On the other 
land, if we should make the promotion so 
“asy that the numbers in the higher grades 
Will geatly exceed requirements, we would 
nate the citizen army a farce and destroy 
Ny real value in the Reserve commission. 


For example, referring to the table, if we 
should establish a real hurdle between the 
several grades so that only about as many 
efficers would qualify as are required, we 
would approximate to a scientific promo- 
tion system. Each officer would go as 
high as he reasonably could, considering 
his business and domestic obligations on 
the one side and his military ambition 
and energy on the other. 

When we consider the fact that the av- 
erage divisional area in the Organized Re- 
serves has a population of 4,000,000, it is 
apparent that the number of officers actu- 
ally required in the higher grades will jus- 
tify applying real standards. It is only 
necessary that this large population mass 
should produce one major general, three 
brigadier generals and nine colonels. 


Unit and Individual Training 


In examining the Swiss training system 
we find that it is based on the idea that 
there should be both unit training and in- 
dividual training, and that these are entire- 
ly distinct things. When the Swiss unit 
assembles for its annual maneuvers, all of 
the time is devoted to unit or team train- 
ing. When the unit assembles for maneu- 
vers, every officer, from the colonel down 
to the junior privates, has already been 
qualified elsewhere for his position. So a 
captain of the Swiss army who is not an 
aspirant for further promotion is not sub- 
jected to any more work than is neces- 
sary to keep up his relation to the unit in 
his present grade. But a captain who as- 
pires to be a major must do such additional 
work as may be necessary to qualify him 
for the promotion. 

This suggests an interesting possibility 
in the development of our own Reserve 
system. If we presume that the officers 
in the several grades have already quali- 
fied through their war experience to enter 
into these grades, then a system of train- 
ing and correspondence courses designed 
to keep up their interest and to prepare 
them for the annual training camp would 
perhaps be sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of unit development. But this alone 
would not tend to develop and maintain 
the efficiency of the organization. This 
can be met by requiring still more work 
of those who aspire to be promoted and 
who have the time and energy to make the 
necessary preparation under the incentive 
of that desire. 

Examining the table and assuming that 
no officer can be promoted until after spe- 
cial training and practical tests, it is obvi- 
ous that at the expiration of a term of 
years the high standard required for pro- 
motion will affect the entire officer corps. 
This suggests a modest but interesting pro- 
gram of unit training for the great body 
of Reserve officers with intensive qualifica 
tion work for all aspirants for promotion.

5,000 to Train in 
2d Corps C.M.T.C. 


IVE THOUSAND young men are to 

be given thirty days’ instruction with- 
out expense to themselves in the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps of the 2d Corps 
Area during the coming summer, accord- 
ing to an announcement made by Maj. Gen. 
Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., commanding, 
headquarters at Governors Island, N.Y, 
Six camps are to be conducted in New 
York, New Jersey and Delaware from 
Aug. 1 to Aug. 30, which will accommodate 
approximately 4,500 young men enrolleg 
in the Red, White and Blue courses, while 
500 young men will be trained in Porto 
Rico from June 7 to July 8. 

Heretofore the course has been given in 
three separate and distinct grades, the 
Red, White and Blue courses, and eandi- 
dates to these camps were permitted to 
progress from year to year, beginning with 
the Red Course. Another course has been 
added this year, however, called the ad- 
vanced Red Course. Present plans call for 
the enrolment of young men for the first 
year in the basic Red Course. Next year 
they will be promoted to the advanced Red 
Course, thence to the White and Blue 
camps, the last course being given with a 
view to qualification of officers for the Or- 
ganized Reserves. Ordinarily the White 
course is given with a view to fitting young 
men to become non-commissioned officers 
in the National Guard and the Organized 
Reserves and carries with it the pledge 
for service in one of the three components 
of the Army, the Organized Reserves, the 
National Guard or the Regular Army, and 
candidates for commissions enrolled in the 
Blue Course must be enlisted in either the 
Organized Reserves, National Guard or 
Regular Army. 

Heretofore no pledge has been attached 
to the condition of admission to any of 
the camps. The candidate entering either 
of the Red courses is under no obligation 
to enter any branch of the Service of the 
United States. 

As in former years Plattsburg will again 
be the largest training center for the 2d 
Corps Area. Three thousand young men 
are to be sent to this post for the Red, 
White and Blue Infantry courses. Col. €. 
D. Roberts. commanding officer of last 
year’s C.M.T.C. at Plattsburg, will super- 
vise the camp this year. 

Four hundred Field Artillery candidates 
are to be sent to Madison Barracks for 
the Red, White and Blue courses; 300 Air 
Service candidates will be trained at Mit- 
chel Field. Fort Hancock, N.J., will be 
used to train the 300 Coast Artillerymer 
while the 300 Signal Corps will train at 
Camp Alfred Vail, N.J., the present site 
of the United States Army Signal School; 
200 Engineers for the Red, White and 
= courses will train at Fort DuPont, 
Jel.

During the past three months practically 
all units of the N.C.N.G. have had their 
property inspected and audited by the 
office of the United States Property and 
Disbursing Officer. In all except a few 
cases the property is well kept and the 
shortages were not great, but after having 
been around it is apparent that there is 
no more complex problem confronting the 
N.G. organization commander than prop- 
erty. In cases where men had been al- 
lowed to take property home, which is 
contrary to regulations, the greatest short- 
ages were found and the reverse was the 
case where no property is taken from arm- 
ories. The A.G. has given the responsible 
officers until the annual inspection to make 
up the shortage. If this is not done it 
will be necessary to make collection for 
the value of the articles from bonds of 
the individual officers. 

Battery D, 117th Field Art., had hardly 
received Federal recognition from the War 
Department before it was called out for 
duty at its home station, Newbern, for 
the purpose of protecting property and as- 
sisting the civil authorities in connection 
with the devastating fire which destroyed 
hundreds of homes and buildings.

Corps area commanders have the 
authority to approve requisitions for 
articles in quantities which will not ex- 
ceed the Tables of Allowances for the Reg- 
ular Army.

D.; bars, mosquito; guidon and staff, 
range for officers’ mess, cleaning and pre- 
serving material, aiming devices, target 
material. 

_In the above list, however, caps, ser- 
vice; aprons, white; gloves, woolen, O.D., 
and field ranges for officers’ messes are 
tainable for free issue. The other items 
contained in the above list will be issued 
as a charge entered against appropriations 
of the National Guard. As the supply of 
these articles is limited, requisitions should 
be confined to the actual requirements.

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Complete Training Plan Outlined 
for the New York National Guard 


STATEMENT of the permanent train- 
ing plan of the New York National 
Guard for its future training which has 
just been prepared is a distinct advance, 
the Y AND Navy JOURNAL believes, 
over anything of a like nature yet pub- 
lished. It should be read with great in- 
terest by the entire National Guard of the 
United States. 
statement of the training plan ap- 
poome in G.O. No. 1, 1923, issued from the 
eadquarters of the New York National 
Guard, which is at present in command of 
Brig. Gen. James W. Lester. It was 
compiled by Lt. Col. William R. Wright, 
Cav., N.Y.N.G., assistant chief of staff, 
27th Division. 

After reading over the plan, Brig. Gen. 
MH. A. Drum, U.S.A., former senior instruc- 
ttor of the New York National Guard, and 
an officer of wide experience, was most en- 
thusiastic over it. He said to a represen- 
tative of the Army AND Navy JouRNAL: 

“The training plan is comprehensive and 

rogressive. It lays the basis for the train- 

and instruction of the National Guard 
fer its mission in national defense better 
than any other order.” 

The plan, the order states, is published 
in order that all may have at hand a com- 
plete statement of the present training 

an and the general reasons which have 

ed to its preparation. 

With a definite and clearly understood 
plan, few and simple orders only need be 
issued by the headquarters of the National 
Guard, and organization commanders can 
in many instances act in accordance with 
the general plan without further detailed 
instructions. 

The following is the main portion of 
the order giving the training plan: 


TRAINING PLAN, NEW YORK N.G. 
I. Theory of Training. 


1. General Principles: The present plan is 

upon the following genera! principles: 

a. Training in the National Guard must be 
es anv upon the efficiency of the com- 
missioned officer. 

b. To maintain individual interest and foster 
Permanence of personnel, opportunity must be 
afforded to individuals for progressive work and 
stady, and annual repetition of the same train- 
ing must be minimized. 

e. With National Guard troops, however, a 
certain minimum of basic training is necessary 
each ro. 

4. Individual initiative and responsibility of 
subordinate commanders must be maintained, 
but in order to insure uniformity central di- 
rection must exist. 

2. Generel Application of Principles: In the 
Present plan the above general principles are ap- 
plied as follows: 

a. The greatest effort is directed towards the 
training of officer personnel. They will be 
afforded opportunities for advanced and progres- 
sive theoretical instruction, and with a progres- 
sive pan of unit training they will have op- 
portunity ‘o put such theory into practice and 
to learn their duties in connection with the 
operations of larger units. 

b. Competent non-commissioned officers are 
next in importance. They will receive individ- 
ual instruction mainly within their respective 
organizations and will share with the officers 
im the benefits of progressive unit training. 

ec. Privates will receive thorough basic in- 
struction which will be repeated each year for 
@ brief period in a refresher course; they will 
have opportunity of participating in the pro- 
gressive plan of unit training; and will have the 
chance for progressive individual instruction 
through specialist training and promotion. 

d. Centralized direction is secured by means 
ef a training center and liaison officers. 

e. It is recognized that in the Cycle of Train- 
img, which is one feature of the present plan, 
many individuals may receive the advanced unit 
training during the first year of their individual 
instruction. On account of the many changes 
fm personnel which occur every year in National 
Guard units such a contingency as the above 
is unavoidable. Progressive unit plang is 
essential and must not be held back by the indi- 
vidual instruction of the private, but if the 
latter can perform his required duties in his 
company or even in his squad, he can, to ad- 

tag rticipate with his company in the 
training of higher units. The regular recruit 
training, properly conducted, provides the means 
for bringing new men to this necessary mini- 
mum standard of efficiency. 


II. Training Objective. 


1. Final Objective: The final objective of all 
training will be the attainment of combat effi- 
ciency of the Division Unit. By “Division 
Unit” is meant a force of the approximate size 
and composition of an Infantry Division, re- 
inforced with auxiliary arms as deemed ad- 
visable. This will include both the 27th Divi- 
sion, rmanently assigned to this state. and 
Provisional Divisions or bodies of troops tempo- 
rarily organized for training from the troops 
mot included in, or detailed from, that Division. 
\2. Intermediate Objectives: Each year will 
refresent a definite progressive step towards the 
e ment of the final objective. The training 
ordertfor each year will announce the Inter- 
mediate’ Training Objective which it is contem- 
plated to attain during that year. 


Itl. Training Periods. 


1. Subdivisionn.of Time: For the purpose of 
specially emphasi the kind of instruction to 





be imparted during each year or season, train- 
ing is divided into the following periods of time: 

Cycle of Training—Training Year (three or 
more to each cycle): Armory Period—Basic 
Period, Advance Period; Field Period—Pre- 
| ee Period, Camp Period, Supplementary 

eriod. 

_ 2. Cycle of Training: When once the final ob- 
jective has been sogcwsiantes a Cycle of Train- 
ing will be established to consist probably of a 
three-year system of progressive training to be 
repeated at the conclusion of each series of 
years along the following general lines: 

First Year: Training of the Battalion. 

Second Year: Training of the Regiment and 
Brigade. 

Third Year: Training of the Division. 

8. Training Year: Each training year will be 
considered to run from Oct. 1, of one calendar 
year, to Sept. 30, of the next calendar year. 

4. Training Periods: The training year will 
be divided into training periods as follows: 

(a) Armory Training Period—Oct. 1 to 
May 31. 

(b) Field Training Period—June 1 to 
Sept. 30. 


5. Armory Training Period: The Armory 
Training Period will be subdivided as follows: 

(a) Basic Period—Oct. 1 to Dee. 31. 

(b) Advanced Period—Jan. 1 to May 31. 

6. Basie Period: The Basic Period (Oct. 1 to 
Dec. 31) will be devoted annually to thorough 
elementary instruction of individuals, squads 
and platoons, a refresher course of basic in- 
struction which is necessary each year. The 
annual armory inspection will be a final test 
of this work. It is contemplated that with 
experienced troops this period may be shortened 
upon application of organization commanders, 
approved by training center. 

7. Advanced Period: The Advanced Period 
(Jan. 1 to May 31) will be devoted to the 
preparation of individuals and units for the 
period of field training and range practice. This 
training will be progressive from year to year. 

8. Field Training Period: The Field Training 
Period (June 1 to Sept. 30) will be devoted to 
accustoming troops to perform in the field what 
they have already learned in their armories and 
to advanced training and mass training which 
cannot be imparted in the armory. It will in- 
clude range practice with a'l weapons. 

9. Subdivisions of Field Training Period: The 
Field Training Period will be subdivided as 
follows: 

(a) Preparatory Period. 

(b) Camp Period. 

(c) Supplementary Period. 

10. Preparatory Period: The Preparatory 
Period will be that part of the Field Training 
Period which precedes the Camp Period. It will 
be devoted to a final preparation for the Camp 
Period, based upon the program announced and 
covering a!l instruction which requires special 
emphasis or review in preparation therefor. 

11. Camp Period: The actual fifteen-day, field- 
training period will be known as the Camp 
Period. t is the high point of the Training 
Year. It will be devoted exclusively to field 
training and the development of combat effi- 
ciency. Instruction which can be given equally 
well in the armory will be entirely eliminated. 
By means of tests during the Camp Period the 
success of each organization in attaining the 
Training Objective for that year will be de- 
termined. 

12. Supplementary Period: The Supplemen- 
tary Period, which will extend from the con- 
clusion of the Camp Period to Sept. 30 of each 
year, will be devoted exclusively to the cor- 
rection of errors which have become apparent 
during the Camp Period and to special train- 
ing which that period has disclosed as necessary 
or advisable. 


IV. System of Instruction. 


1. Classes of Instruction: The system of in- 
struction will comprise both unit training and 
individual instruction. 

2. Unit Training: Unit training will be im- 
parted at the prescribed armory drills and field 
training. This training will be systematized 
and arranged in progressive annual stages with 
a view to advancing smaller units and training 
larger units year by year, until prepared for 
divisional field service. 

3. Individual Instruction: Individual instruc- 
tion will cover all duties and functions essential 
to the efficiency of each individual in his re- 
spective grade. It will be imparted in four 
ways: 

(a) At drills. 

(b) In regimental schools. 

(c) In State Service Schools. 

(d) By means of terrain exercises and tac- 
tical walks or rides. 

4. Recruit Instruction: Units will not be 
hampered in their advancement by an attempt 
to incorporate recruits before the latter have 
advanced in their instruction so as to participate 
intelligently in more advanced work. A train- 
ing unit will be formed under specially qualified 
instructors to include both new men and those 
who fall behind for any reason. The instruc- 
tion of the recruit must be thorough, but he 
will be transferred from the recruit squad to 
his company as soon as his proficiency warrants 
such a transfer. 


V. Method of Instruction. 


1. Basis of Instruction: Instruction will be 
based upon the regulations and instructions 
of the United States Army, as published by the 
= Bureau. and Headquarters II, Corps 
rea. 

2. Uniformity: All organizations must ap- 
proach a certain uniform standard of instruc- 


tion. This is compatible with individual initia- 
tive and characteristics. 

3. Training Center: All 
supervised and controlled by National Guard 
Headquarters. The Senior Instructor, U.S.A., 
and the appropriate National Guard Staff Offi- 
eers under the direction of the Commanding 
General, National Guard, constitute a Training 
Center which will co-ordinate a1 training. 

4. Liaison Officers: In addition to their other 
duties, U.S.A. Instructors act as Liaison Offi- 
cers between the organizations to which they 
are assigned and the Training Center. 

5. Responsibility: Commanding Officers will 
be allowed wide latitude in methods, sequence, 
duration and character of drills and instruction, 
but will be held strictly responsible for results. 
The following points will be kept constantly 
in mind: 

(a) Thorough advance planning and prepara- 
tio 


instruction will be 


n. 
(b) Utilization of all subordinates. 

(ec) Thorough performance. 

(d) Immediate correction of errors. 

While the assistance of U.S. Army Instruc- 
tors and Instructor Sergeants will be utilized 
to the fullest extent, their presence and as- 
sistance will not relieve organization or unit 
commanders of personal responsibility for train- 
ing their commands. 

6. Supervision: Superior Commanders wiil 
exercise supervisory control with respect to 
utilization of time and methods, and will de- 
termine by personal inspections and tests the 
degree of progress made. Brigade Commanders 
will at all times keep in touch with the methods 
of training and rate of progress within their 
respective brigades, and be prepared to render 
reports thereon to National Guard Headquar- 
ters whenever required. 

7. Competition: For the purpose of stimulat- 
ing interest, determining efficiency of instructors 
and noting progress made, frequent competitions 
and competitive tests will be held between 
squads, sections and larger units. 


VI. Minimum Requirements. 


The paragraphs under this head refer to 1. 
Annual Training, 2. List of Minimum Require- 
ments, and 3. Basic Minimum Requirements. 

It will be expected that fifty per cent. of the 
men of a company who have had more than 
three months’ service will have received a raving 
of “Good” or better in the following subjects: 

(1) Articles of War. 

Customs and Courtesies of the Service. 
Care of Arms, Uniform and Equipment‘ 
Personal Hygiene and First Aid. 

School of the Soldier. 

School of the Squad (C'ose Order). 
School of the Squad (Extended Order). 

(8) Preparatory exercises for Rifle Marks- 
manship (up to “Sight changes’’). 

(9) Making the pack and displaying same for 
inspection. 

4. Annual Training Order: Early in the 
Training Year, National Guard Headquarters 
will issue a training order setting forth the 
Intermediate Training Objective for the year, 
the Minimum Requirements for Advanced 
Armory Training Period, and any _ necessary 
special instruction for Schools. A field train- 
ing order and unit tests are also provided for. 
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VII. Instruction Programs and Schedules. 


1. Regimental Pregrams: Programs of in- 
struction based upon orders of instructions from 
National Guard Headquarters will be issued 
by regimental or separate unit commanders at 
the beginning of each training period. For pro- 
grams leave a certain latitude to company com- 
manders. For field training it is necessary that 
they be more detailed and specific as to time. 

Other extracts from this artiele follow: 

2. Approval: Before being published in orders 
all regimental programs must receive the ap- 
proval of the Training Center, draft being 
submitted through Liaison Officer. 

3. Company Schedules: Schedules of Instruc- 
tion allotting a certain definite portion of time 
to subjects will be issued by regiments, bat- 
talions or companies as may be advisable. Regi- 
mental Commanders will insist that company 
schedules be prepared and posted on bulletin 
boards at least a week in advance of each drill. 

4. Record of Proficiency: A Record of Pro- 
ficiency will be kept by each company or cor- 
responding unit. Men will be rated by the com- 
pany commander. 

This article also provides that reports on prog- 
ress will be forwarded on Jan. 1, to cover Basic 
Period; on June 1, to cover Advanced Period; 
on Oct. 1, to cover Field Training Period. Units 
will be rated as “FAIR,” or “GOOD” when fifty 
per cent. of their personnel is so rated, and as 
“VERY GOOD” or “EXCELLENT” when 
seventy-five per cent. of their personnel is so 
rated. 


VIII. System of Schools. 


1. Regimental Schools: Schoo's will be or- 
ganized in each regiment or independent unit 
at the beginning of each training year for the 
individual instruction of the following classes: 

(a) Recruits. 

(b) Privates. 

(c) Enlisted Specialists. 

(d) Non-commissioned Officers. 

(e) Commissioned Officers. 

The above article also gives details as to hold- 
ing the schoo's, and announces that to provide 
for more advanced instruction and to co-ordinate 
specialist instruction, State Service Schools as 
required wi!l be established by order of National 
Guard Headquarters and under direct super- 
vision of Training Center. “ 

The main course of instruction for officers will 
be based upon Army Correspondence Course as 
published by General Service Schools, U.S.A. 


IX and X. Training Orders and Plans. 


Article IX deals with the orders and_reports 
incident to the training, and Article X states 
that in order to provide for the necessary flexi- 
bility to meet varying and special conditions, or- 
ganization commanders are authorized to apply 
to the Training Center for minor modifications 
as deemed necessary. 


National Guard 
Strength for 1922 


IGURES prepared in the Militia By- 

reau of the War Department showing 
the gain in units and Strength of the off- 
cer and enlisted personnel during the ¢al- 
endar year of 1922, are most gratifying to 
the authorities in the bureau. 

The gain in units during the year wag 
1,116, though Federal recognition was 
withdrawn from forty-three organizations, 
resulting in a net gain of 1,073 units. On 
Jan. 1, 1923, the strength of the Guard 
totaled 9,066 officers and 152,279 enlisteg 
men, or a total aggregate strength of 
161,345. The gain in officers during the 
year was 2,143, while the increase in the 
enlisted personnel was 20,341, or a net ag- 
gregate gain during the year of 22,483, 

The following table shows the units in 
the National Guard on Jan. 1, 1923: 
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Cavalry Divisions 


The Federally recognized Cavalry divi- 
sions on Dec. 31, 1922, totaled 12,135 in 
its personnel which was distributed among 
four Regular Cavalry divisions and a few 
separate units. The 21st and 22d Divi- 
sions each have fifty per cent. of their per- 
sonnel Federally recognized, the 23d Divi- 
sion has thirty-nine per cent. and the 24th 
Division thirty-two per cent. In the sub- 
joined table the item “separate units,” in- 
cludes Colorado, one squadron; Connecti- 
cut, two troops; Rhode Island, one squad- 
ron; New York, three troops; Wisconsin,

Notice to Ex-Guardsmen 
Now in Regular Army 


‘T LIE following communication has been 

sent to the ARMy AND NAvy JouRNAL 
with the request that it be published and 
answers held for the writer. 





Brother: You may or may not know 
how you came to get credit for 75 per cent. 
of your commissioned Guard service in 
computing your pay. If you know, well 
and good, but if you do not know, do you 
deserve the increase? 

It is almost impossible, now when it is 
necessary, to learn who of the officers had 
previous Guard service, and as there is a 
possibility of having this service count in 
other ways, such as the promotion list, it 
behooves those vitally interested to act 
along the same line in a strong concerted 
action. 

It would seem useless to attempt a gen- 
eral revision of the promotion list, but the 
Congress strongly favored paying for for- 
mer Guard service and no doubt will be 
as strong for credit on the “list” for that 
same service if they understand it thor- 
oughly. 

Mr. McKellar has always understood it, 
and his bill providing that officers should 
not be demoted below the grade in which 
originally appointed is eminently fair and 
just and should be enacted into law. Sen- 
ator Wadsworth has opposed any change 
in the “list”? but he has recently intro- 
duced a bill for promotion of the 347 cap- 
tnins now down among the lieutenants 
ahead of the lieutenants, which is an ac- 
knowledgement that the promotion list is 
in error. They are seeing a new light 
gradually. 

Your particular case ought to be ex- 
plained to them, to the adjutant general 
of your state and the officers of your for- 
mer regiment. A resolution from the Na- 
tional Guard Association would help ma- 
terially. There are three things to be ac 
complished : 

1. Immediate action. Enactment 
of McKellar bill above mentioned. 

2. Enactment of legislation calling 
for credit for National Guard service 
since 1908 (Dick bill) and a rear- 
rangement of the promotion list to 
this extent at least. 

3. Legislation providing that in fu- 
ture emergencies when officers of the 
National Guard are called into active 
service they shall take position on the 
promotion list in the grade held at 
the time of entering active Federal 
service according to length of service; 
provided, that in addition to all ser- 
vice now counted 75 per cent. of all 
National Guard service since the en- 
actment of the Dick bill (1903) shall 
count for such time as National Guar 
officers in question shall remain i2 
Federal service. 

Some day, and it may be in the near 

future, you Guardsmen will be called into 
the Service again. Where will you be in 
the matter of promotion? Will you be at 
the foot of the list, or will your Gua 
service send you up the list a few hund 
files? If nothing else, this service should 
distinguish between officers with long ser 
vice in the Guard and those of short set 
vice.

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Mr. Stafford Blocks 
Anti-Demotion Bill 


REPRESENTATIVE STAFFORD 

again objected to the consideration of 
the bill for the stopping of the demotion 
of the non-commissioned officers when it 
came up under the unanimous consent rule 
on Jan. 15. Representatives McKenzie 
and Greene of Vermont urged Mr. Staf- 
ford to withdraw his unreasonable objec- 
tions without avail. The parliamentary 
situation was such that Mr. McKenzie 
thought that it would be unwise to move 
for a suspension of the rules and he let 
the bill go over until a more opportune 
time in the session. 

Mr. McKenzie is still confident that the 
bill will be passed by the House this ses- 
sion in plenty of time to give the War De- 
partment an opportunity to carry out its 
policy relative to the non-commissioned 
officers. Within a week or ten days, it is 
believed that the military committee will 
be reached on a call of the committees. If 
it does, the non-com. bill will be the first 
one on the committee’s calendar and Mr. 
Stafford will then not be in a position to 
object. In the event that the military 
committee is not reached Mr. McKenzie 
will go to the Speaker for a special rule. 


Searching Party to Look 
for Lost Flyers 


HE War Department has ordered a 

special party to search for Col. F. C. 
Marshall, office of the Chief of Cavalry, 
and Lt. C. L. Webber, A.S., U.S.A., pilot, 
who have been missing since Dec. 7. Col. 
Edwin B. Winans, 10th Cav., who was in 
charge of the search for the lost officers, in 
conjunction with the Air Service raked the 
territory over which it was thought Col. 
Marshall and Lt. Webber were flying. 

The officers who will compose the spe- 
cial search party are: Lts. Virgil Hine, 
John P. Richter and C. ©. Moseley, Air 
Ser.; Maj. Theodore C. Macaulay, A.S. 

Corps, who has been placed on active 
duty and ordered to report by telegraph to 
the commanding general of the 9th Corps 
Area, and in person to the commanding 
officer, Rockwell Field, for instructions.

U.S. Cavalry Association 
Holds Annual Meeting 


HE annual meeting of the United 

States Cavalry Association was held 
at the Army and Navy Club, Washington, 
Jan. 17, and was attended by a large num- 
ber of Cavalry officers. Maj. Gen. Wil- 
lard A. Holbrook, Chief of Cavalry and 
president of the association, presided. 
Brig. Gen. Edward King, who was one of 
a board of officers to make a study of the 
Cavalry work of the war in France, Bel- 
gium and Italy, addressed the gathering 
at the conclusion of the business meeting. 
In the work of this board, a vast amount 
of valuable and interesting information of 
the Cavalry operations performed by the 
British, French and Italian armies, was 
gathered together for record. In his talk 
before the association’s members, General 
King related some of the more interesting 
facts of the work accomplished. 

He stated that little had been published 
relative to the work of the Cavalry on the 
French fronts during the early days of the 
W orld War, and later in 1918, due to the 
strict censorship. He related how the Cav- 
alry had covered the mobilization and 
movements of the armies, and then had 
covered their retreat to the Marne. Sev- 
eral Cavalry engagements with German 
Squadrons were described by General 

Ing, 

The Cavalry Association, which is the 
oldest of the Service associations being 
established at Fort Leavenworth in 1883, 
8 composed of Cavalry officers of the

Weight of Infantry Pack 
a Serious Army Problem 


i compliance with War Department in- 

structions, the Infantry Board submit- 
ted to the Chief of Infantry an elaborate 
report of tests of the Tables of Basic Al- 
lowances conducted at Fort Benning. The 
result of this test has proved conclusively 
that the infantryman cannot carry the 
present pack of equipment unless numer- 
ous articles are eliminated. 

The Marine Corps seems to have solved 
this problem insofar as its branch is 
eoncerned by the adoption of the Cole 
handcart. So far as Infantry studies go, 
this cart cannot accompany troops once 
they leave the roads or march over a ter- 
rain where fences, wire, dense brush and 
streams of water render it impassable. 

The automatic rifleman (one in every 
squad) carries a load of 91.46 pounds. 
There are men in machine gun and howit- 
zer companies who for short periods of 
time carry over 115 pounds. The average 
load of the infantryman, it is stated, is 
about 75 or 76 pounds. During the sum- 
mer months when cotton equipment is 
worn this average may be a trifle lighter 
in weight, but’ even at that it is the con- 
sensus of opinion among Army officers that 
the weight is excessive and should be re- 
duced. To reduce it and at the same time 
have the soldier fully equipped has been 
studied by the War Department for a con- 
siderable length of time with no definite 
conclusions. 

The Chief of Infantry will welcome sug- 
gestions from officers of any arm, includ- 
ing the Reserve Corps and National Guard. 
on a solution of the problem of reducing 
the weight carried by the Infantry soldiers. 


13th Engrs., U.S.A., Observes 
Organization Day, Jan. 12 


HE officers and men of the 13th Engi- 

neers, U.S.A., at Fort Humphreys, Va.. 
celebrated “Organization Day” Jan. 12. 
The regiment was inspected and reviewed 
by the commanding officer, Col. James A. 
Woodruff, which was followed by the pre- 
sentation of the new regimental colors. 

Colonel Woodruff gave an outline of the 
regimental history since its inception in 
1921. The festivities of the day were con- 
tinued with a number of boxing and wrest- 
ling bouts, followed by a basketball game 
between Co. B and Co. C. In the even- 
ing there was a regimental dance. 

The following is an historical outline of 
the 13th Engineers: 

The 13th Engineers had its origin in the 
old 5th Engineers. On Jan. 13, 1921, the 
1st Battalion of the 5th Engineers, by 
War Department orders, changed its title 
‘to the 13th Engineers, and on that date 
was organized as a regiment. The remain- 
der of the 5th was recruited to full strength 
and as a part of the 7th Division it ex- 
isted until the disbandment of that divi- 
sion in September, 1921. The major por- 
tion of the 5th Regiment of Engineers in 
its turn was absorbed by the 13th on Sept. 
27. 1921. 

These facts concerning the origin of 
the 13th entitles the regiment to a full 
and just claim to the honors and achieve- 
ments of the 5th, having formed from that 
regiment and later absorbed it. 

“The 13th,” said Colonel Woodruff, 
“though still in its infancy, has done, and 
will in the future do, much to mark it as 
one of the privileged organizations of our 
Army. Although the record as the 18th 
does not extend through the period of the 
late war by reason of its connection with 
the 5th, it has fallen to the lot to uphold 
7 ideals and traditions of that organiza- 

on. 

“Among a few of the things to the 
credit of the 13th in the two years of its 
existence are: The building of the Camp 
Humphreys-Mt. Vernon Railroad and its 


maintenance during the period of its oper- 
ation. In addition, the 13th has conduct- 
ed numerous tests on engineering equip- 
ment, including among the most important 
pile-driver tests, pontoon equipment tests 
of the Lampert foot bridge. 

“As a special mark of honor the 13th 
was chosen from all other organizations 
in this vicinity to furnish two companies 
of 90 men each to act as escort and honor 
guard during the burial of the body of the 
Unknown Soldier on Armistice Day, Nov. 
11, 1921.”

LT. P. B. KELLY COMMENDED. 
6.0. 3, JAN. 13, 1923, 1ST CORPS AREA. 

1. The Commanding General desires publicly 
to commend Ist Lt. v. B. Kelly, 0.A.C., aide- 
de-camp, U.S.A., for the exceptional gallantry 
and bravery which he exhibited in his effort to 
save a drowning man in the Fort Point Chan- 
nel of Boston Harbor, near the Summer street 
bridge, on the afternoon of Jan. 10, 1923. 

About 4:30 p.m. of that day, with the tem- 
perature below freezing, an unknown man 
jumped from the bridge into the channel in an 
evident attempt to commit suicide. Lt. Kelly, 
in uniform, booted and spurred, who was pass- 
ing at the time, saw the man in the water, and 
throwing off his uniform overcoat, blouse and 
cap, but not attempting to remove his boots, 
dived into the channel and at the risk of his 
own life, attempted to save the man. Swim- 
ming some 50 feet to the place where he had 
last seen the man, and finding that the man 
had sunk, Lt. Kelly, in spite of the suffering 
eaused by the icy cold waters, dived repeatedly 
in an effort to locate him. With dogged cour- 
age he persisted in his efforts until he himself 
was so exhausted and benumbed by the cold as 
to require assistance. 

2. The Commanding General recognizes that 
the exceptional gallantry, bravery, and disre- 
gard ‘of self exhibited by Lt. Kelly in this act 
reflects great credit not only upon Lt. Kelly 
himself, but upon the entire U.S. Army, of 
which this young officer is a member. It is 
especially commendable in view of the extreme 
cold, and the extreme danger to the life of any- 
one who attempted a rescue under the attend- 
ing circumstances. 

3. The spirit of initiative and decision, as 
well as the personal courage and unselfishness 
shown by Lt. Kelly in this noble effort to save 
the life of an unknown fellow man, is one 
which is deserving of the highest praise and 
is worthy of emulation by every officer and 
soldier within the U.S. Army.

A GOOD EXAMPLE OF A RESERVE OFFI- 
CER’S LETTER TO HIS CONGRESSMAN. 


To THE EprTor: 
HE New York Times of Jan. 13 car- 
ries a news dispatch from Washington 
stating that the Army Appropriation bill 
was reported to the House on Jan. 12. 
As a Reserve officer of the Army of the 


United States, and consequently being 
vitally interested in the problem of na- 
tional defense, it is a keen disappointment 
to know the appropriation for the new fis- 
cal year has ‘been cut down by approx!- 
mately $16,000,000 less than last year. 

I am writing this letter to ask that you 
use every means at your disposal to see 
to it that when the bill comes up for de- 
bate and passage it is not “steam-rollered” 
through by those to whom the great ques- 
tion of national defense meazis little or 
nothing. 

While I am generally interested in all 
phases of the situation, my principal “kick” 
is because of the fact that Congress is 
placing all sorts of obstacles in the paths 
of Reserve officers in their efforts to be- 
come really worth while members of the 
commissioned personnel of our armed 
forces. To attain this end training is nec- 
essary, and this cannot be had unless 
Congress makes the appropriations for the 
purpose. 

My understanding is that the budget car- 
ried a considerably larger appropriation 
for the War Department’s needs for the 
new fiscal year than has been finally re- 
ported in the bill brought into the House 
Jan. 12. It seems to me that very seri- 
ous and careful consideration should be 
given to those in direct charge of our Army 
(and by Army I mean the Regular Estab- 
lishment, National Guard and Organized 
Reserves), for these men are certainly bet- 
ter qualified to judge what is essential to 
the proper functioning of the Army than 
those whose contact with it is only casual. 
In these days of unrest, radicalism and in- 
sidious propaganda I believe that a thor- 
oughly organized, completely equipped and 
well officered Army is not too much to ask 
of Congress, some members of which quite 
evidently have not the vision or foresight 
to realize that the Republic should at al\ 
times be prepared to meet any emergency 
that may arise. 

Again I very respectfully, but none the 
less forcefully, request that you leave nwo 
stone unturned to bring before the mem- 
bers of your House the fact that the great 
body of self-sacrificing and thoroughly 
American citizens now holding commissions 
as Reserve officers in the Army of the 
United States are very far from satisfied 
with the treatment by Congress of the 
highly important subject of national de- 
fense. The issue is clean-cut and cannot 
be side-stepped or evaded, for those of us 
who were in the Service during the World 
War learned a lesson that will not be 
quickly forgotten, and we are going to see 
to it that this country is never again 
eaught as it was in 1917.

‘PROPER RECOGNITION OF WORLD 
WAR SERVICE. 


To THE EprTor: 

HAVE read with interest in the issue 

of your paper of Dec. 16, 1922, a bill 
before Congress: “H.R. 13163, Mr. Wurz- 
bach,” which is in substance as follows: 
“Enlisted men who were retired prior to 
April 6, 1917, be placed on the retired list 
with the highest rank they held during the 
World War and the pay of a first lieuten- 
ant on the retired list.” v 

Many of these men rendered valuable 
service to the Government during the 
World War, especially so in the supply 
departments. However, it is not under- 
stood why a man who held a commission 
during the World War and retired subse- 
quent to April 6, 1917, is not as deserving 
of this proposed legislation as the man re- 
tired prior to April 6, 1917. 

The bill referred to should read: “All 
enlisted men now on the retired list, or 
who hereafter shall be placed on the re- 
tired list,” making the bill prospective as 
well as retroactive. It would seem that 
the bill as introduced by Mr. Wurzbach is 
intended for a class legislation which is 
unjustly discriminative and in every re- 
spect detrimental to the best interests of 
the Service. 

I have been a constant reader of your 
paper for nearly thirty years, and I can 
state most emphatically that it has always 
been an advocate of what is fair and just. 
I also hope that you will comment on this 
proposed legislation, and give it the pub- 


licity it deserves through the columns of 

your paper, as your paper has always 

stood for the best interests of the Service,

FOR RETIRED PAY OF WAR RANK. 
‘lo THE EpItor: 

HIAVE seen many articles in the Army 

AND Navy JOURNAL commenting on the 


Army Pay bill of 1920. Among them was 
a complaint about the regrading of certain 
non-commissioned officers on the retired 
list, viz., the post Ordnance and Q.M. ser- 
geants. They seemed to think they never 
got a square deal and think they should 
have been placed in the first grade. 

Nothing was said about the deal, as they 
called it, regarding the hospital stewards 
and sergeants first class, Medical Depart- 
ment, who were placed in the third grade. 
Everyone knows that the old hospital stew- 
ard and sergeant first class, Hospital 
Corps, were up to 1916 the highest paid 
non-commissioned officers in the Army ex- 
cept the master signal electrician and band 
leader, and the sergeants first class, H.C., 
drew more money than either of the Q.m. 
and Ord. sergeants up until 1920. Why 
not in any future changes in the Army pay 
give them both the same pay as the Ord. 
or Q.M. sergeants? Anyway, the hospital 
steward should, in my opinion, have the 
highest pay. 

I also saw another article in the Dec. 30 
issue about the injustice to the men who 
held commissions during the World War 
and were not on the retired list as enlisted 
men. How about the old non-commis- 
sioned officers that held the highest grades 
during the World War and were not even 
given a chance to qualify for a commission 
on account, as some of their C.O.’s would 
put it, “How could we get along without 
you old non-commissioned officers?’ and 
were not allowed to apply until too late? 
Then, after their temporary warrant was 
revoked and they were demoted to a lower 
grade, they were not allowed to qualify for 
the grade held during the war, owing to 
the fact that they never held a commission. 

In justice to all, why not give us who 
have, or to those who may retire in a 
grade lower than we held during the war, 
the pay on the retired list of the grade we 
held during the war, providing that it was 
higher than the one we have or had on the 
date of retirement?

PAY OF GRADE ON RETIREMENT. 


To THE EDITOR: 
N page 390 of your issue of Dec. 23, 
1922, is quoted the Edge bill (S. 3669) 
for advancement of retired officers, which, 
it is said, has been recommended to Con- 
gress by the Secretary of War. The bill, 
as drawn, contains the words, “that any 
officer so advanced on the retired list shall 
have pay and allowances of his grade of 
retirement.” 

Many retired officers since retirement 
have received promotion of one or more 
grades for service on active duty as pro 
vided by law. 

The bill, as drawn, would reduce the 
pay of officers so advanced or leave them 
subject to the Comptroller’s decision. It 
is not believed to be the intent of this bill 
to do this. 

It is urged, therefore, that you bring this 
to the attention of the proper authorities 
and prevent such an injustice. It is be 
lieved that this feature has been over 
looked, but as the bill carries no appropria- 
tion of funds it might slip through unne- 
ticed, and then woe to many of us.

A report showing the financial condi- 
tion of the association at the end of the 
athletic year, 1922-1923, will be mailed to 
all subscribers in July next. 

Schedules for winter sports, together 
with records of the Academy football and 
soccer teams, appear on the reverse side 
of this cicular. 

The Academy is again a member of the 
Intercollegiate Fencing Association and 
will participate in the Intercollegiates in 
New York city in the latter part of March, 
1923. 

There is a great demand from officers 
and civilians interested in the promotion 
of athletics at the Military Academy to 
become members of the Athletic Associa- 
tion. Further, there have been this year 
some 800 members of the association who 
have so far failed to subscribe.

ARMY AND NAVY DRAW UP AGREEMENTS

PRESENTATION OF POLO CUPS. 


HE Secretary of War on Jan. 13 was 

presented by the American Polo Asso- 
ciation with the Junior Championship and 
Rathborne cups won by the Army polo 
team at Narragansett Pier in August, 1922. 
Walter Dillingham, representing the chair- 
men of the American Polo Association, 
made the presentation in the presence of 
the Chief of Staff, his principal assistants 
and the Central Polo Committee of the 
Army. 

The Junior Championship Cup is of- 
fered by the American Polo Association 
for competition between teams of any 
country, no team to exceed a twenty-goal 
handicap rating and no individual member 
to exceed five-goal rating. ‘There are no 
handicaps in the competition. The cup 
has heen competed for annually since 1900. 
The Rathborne Cup is competed for under 
practically the same conditions, except that 
handicaps are imposed. 

The victory represents a great progress 
for Army polo, which had a very modest 
beginning in 1903 and struggled along 
without much support until 1919. In 
1920 an Army team from West Point made 
the first attempt to capture the Junior 
Championship Cup, but failed. The fol- 
lowing year another team was entered un- 
der the auspices of the Central Army Polo 
Committee, but was eliminated in the first 
round. Finally, in the third year, after 
generous assistance in training by the best 


polo players in the country at Meadow- 
brook, the Army team won its objective. 

The winning team was composed of the 
following: No. 1, Maj. A. H. Wilson; No. 
2, Maj. L. Beard; No. 3, Lt. Col. S. 
Brown (team captain); No. 4, Maj. W. 
W. Erwin; substitute, Maj. George S. Pat- 
ton (manager), 

This team was selected from a field of 
picked candidates after training at Mead- 
owbrook. The general direction of the op- 
eration and selection of the. Army team 
has been under the Central Polo Commit- 
tee, which consists of representatives from 
various War Department branches, and of 
which Col. Julian R. Lindsey, Gen. Staff, 
is chairman, and Maj. J. C. Montgomery, 
Gen. Staff, is secretary. 

It is believed that this victory will do 
much to stimulate polo in the Army. The 
War Department is very anxious to en- 
courage polo because of its effect in en- 
couraging better horsemanship and horse 
breeding, as well as the inspiring influence 
of such a sport. 





POLO AT STANFORD UNIVERSITY.

The Nile, Copataes and Trafalgar 
conquered Napoleon. ithout them Eng- 
land would have been beaten to her knees 
and the Old Guard, instead of dying at 
Waterloo, would probably have followed its 
great leader into the streets of on. 
Nelson saved England and defeated Na- 
poleon. 

Therefore military and naval men alike 
should peruse with interest this greatest 
of the contemporary histories of the great- 
est seaman of a great nation of great sea- 
men. The present edition is of special 
value because of its logical arrangement, 
amended version and wealth of notes, plans 
and maps. ‘The errors which Southe 
made are clearly indicated, and the 
is submitted to those whose familiarity 
with Nelson’s history makes them seek 
original sources. 

The life of Southey is outlined in the 
preface together with the story of how he 
came to write his “Nelson.” The great 
admiral died in 1805, Southey secured a 
wealth of material regarding him in 1810, 
began his volume in 1812 and published it 
ie anerng year. It was revised in 
1 


The book itself is divided into nine parts 
dealing with the life of the great sea cap- 
tain. Part I tells of the love which the 12- 
year-old boy, born in 1758, felt for the sea 
and how he sought and gained ission 
to sail with his uncle when the eee suc- 
ceeded to the command of a ship. It 
closes with the story of how the youth 
passed his examination for a oo 
in April, 1777, before a board of whi 
the same uncle, Captain Suckling, was 
president, and how the latter kept the re- 
lationship a secret until his nephew had 
passed with flying colors. 

In Part II we see the young lieutenant 
fighting in West Indian waters during the 
Revolution, exchanging shots with Ameri- 
can and French fleets. In 1778 he re- 
ceived his first independent command, the 
Badger. 

The third part deals with the cruise of 
the Agamemnon, and the story of the way 
in which the young colonel of Marines lost 
the sight of his right eye from the gravel 
which was stirred up by a flying shot. 
During this period he served against the 
French in the Mediterranean. 

His right arm was sacrificed to his coun- 
try at Teneriffe in 1797, with which and 
with the battle of St. Vincent the fourth 
section deals. The heroic young leader 
here begins to win recognition, is given the 
Order of the Bath and a pension of £1,000 
per year. 

Nelson’s first great victory, the battle 
of the Nile, on Aug. 1, 1798, is describe? 
in the fifth part. He was now at the sum- 
mit of his glory, and the sixth part deals 
with his administration in Naples and the 
affair with Lady Hamilton. Southey says 
that “he had forfeited: his domestic happi- 
ness forever.” The editor vindicates many 
of the charges made regarding his Nea- 
politan work. 

Part VII deals with the Baltic conoeies: 
in 1801 and the battle of Copenhagen. It 
covers his return home, his separation from: 
his wife and continues the Lady Hamilton 
affair in the eighth part. 

The last section deals in considerable 

detail with the battle of Trafalgar and the 
death of the hero. It tells how he expected 
his death and of his bea: 
Lady Hamilton to his king and country. 
The bullet which struck him down came 
from a ship he had twice spared, and his 
a last minutes are dealt with at 
ength. 

“How goes the day?’ was his first ques- 
tion, and not until informed that the bat- 
tle was won did he remark, “I am a dead 
man.” Then follow his sigh of “Poor Lady 
Hamilton!” and last words, “Thank 
God. I have done my duty.” 

The book closes with a description of 
the effect of his death in where 
the news was received as more than m 
great public calamity.

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Board of Officers Reports on Courses 
of Study for Various Service Schools 


THE board of officers, appointed by War 
Department orders to consider the 
courses of study in the various Service 
schools, has issued a special supplemen- 
tary “Report of Proceedings’ covering 
their decisions regarding the courses for 
the Special Service Schools and the U.S. 
Military Academy at West Point. 

This board, originally consisting of 
eleven officers, met last August and took 
action upon the courses offered by the War 
College, the Command and General Staff 
School at Fort Leavenworth, and the Spe- 
cial Service Schools of certain branches. 
It adjourned after two weeks’ work. 

It was reconvened by the Chief of Staff 
on Sept. 22, in order to consider the re- 
maining courses of the Service schools and 
the Military Academy. The decisions 
reached are covered in the report just 
issued. Only eight of the members at- 
tended the second meeting. Col. Jacob C. 
Johnson, C.A.C., Col. Herbert J. Brees, 
Cay.. and Lt. Col. Robert McC. Beck, jr., 
Cav., being stationed at distant points, 
were not recalled to Washington. 

The members of the board which func- 
tioned were Cols. Harold B. Fiske (presi- 
dent) and Edgar T. Collins, G.S.; James 
A. Woodruff, C. of E.; George S. Simonds 
and Clement A. Trott, Inf.; Lt. Col. Au- 
gustine McIntyre, F.A., and Majs. Wil- 
liam C. Sherman, A.S., and Stephen M. 
Walmsley, Sig. C. (recorder). It ad- 
journed Dec. 2. 

Officers who appeared before the board 
to represent their respective services in- 
cluded Brig. Gen. Fred W. Sladen and Lt. 
Col. Robert M. Danford, from the Military 
Academy; Lt. Col. Howard C. Tatum, 
Cav.; Maj. Charles BE. Lull, C.A.C.; La. 
Col. William R. Gibson, Q.M.C.; Capt. 
William C. Trumblower, Ord.C.; Maj. 
Henry P. Carter, M.C.: Brig. Gen. Benja- 
min Alvord, A.G.D.; Maj. R. F. Maddux, 
C.W.S.; Lt. Col. Stanley S. Ross, F.D.; 
It. Col. Julian E. Yates, Chaplains, and 
Col. George F. Baltzell, Militia Bureau. 


Shortage of Funds Considered 


In selecting the courses for retention 
the board announces that it was compelled 
to consider the shortage of funds available 
for the transportation of officers and en- 
listed men to and from the Special Service 
Schools and the undesirability of separat- 
ing officers and men from their commands 
for long periods of time. It expressly dis- 
claims any idea that courses not selected 
are to be abolished entirely, but suggests 
that many of them be retained at post 
schools. 

The board recommends that the time al- 
lotments it has laid down be regarded as 
only approximate, but that no material 
departure be made from the program 
adopted without the approval of the War 
Department. 


The Military Academy 


There are few changes made in the West 
Point curriculum. The board declares 
that the purpose of the Military Academy 
is two-fold. being (1) “to develop the pow- 
ers of analysis so that the mind may rea- 
son to a logical conclusion,” and (2) “to 
bring its graduates into the corps of offi- 
cers properly equipped to enter upon the 
duties of the lowest grade in the arm in 
which they may be commissioned.” 

The scope of the course at the Military 
Academy is outlined as follows: “First 
two years, elementary and technical; to 
familiarize each cadet with the equipments, 
material and weapons of each arm, in- 
cluding practical use of some, and includ- 
Ing service firing with as many of these 
Weapons as practicable. 

“Last two years. more advanced and 
tactical, including the tactics of the vari- 
ous arms; to familiarize each cadet with 
the methods of using this material of war 
tactically ; to teach him how the Army is 
organized, and to give him a broad gen- 
eral understanding of the functions of 
— arm and its place or part in the 

am.” 


Outline of Course 


The course is outlined as follows: 
Fourth class year, elementary duties of 
the soldier, drill and ceremonies, infantry 
Weapons, rifle marksmanship, field artil- 
lery gunners’ instruction, a per train- 
ing and gymnastics intramural athletics, 
drill regulations and leadership and a mis- 
cellaneous group of social arts, such as 
ancing, correspondence, ete.

First class year subjects include air 
service, cavalry tactics, command and lead- 
ership, military art, and professional lec- 
tures. 


The Infantry School 


Additional courses are outlined for the 
Infantry School at Fort Benning, Ga., to 
include a refresher course for field and 
general officers and a course for Nationa: 
Guard and Reserve officers. 

The former is outlined as a “general 
course in the technique and tactics of all 
Infantry units, to include the brigade.” It 
covers three months and will be covered 
by “lectures, conferences, demonstrations 
and observation.” The subjects taught 
are rifle, automatic rifles, bayonet, grenade, 
musketry, machine guns, 37-mm. gun, 
trench mortar tactics, physical training, 
motors, care of animals and stable man- 
agement. It totals 440 hours. 

The second course is designed to include 
“the technique and tactics of Infantry 


units to include the company.” It lasts 
three months—440 hours—and includes 
pistol marksmanship, grenades, military 


sketching and map reading, drill and com- 
mand, tactics, riot duty and physical train- 
ing. There is a special course for officers 
specializing in the rifle company, and an- 
other for those specializing in machine gun 
and howitzer companies. 


The Tank School 


The Tank School at Camp Meade, Md., 
is authorized to handle four courses: One 
for National Guard and Reserve officers, 
lasting three months and totaling 435 
hours; another for tank reconnaissance 
and intelligence officers, two months and 
270 hours; a third, which is a communica- 
tions course for officers, covering three 
months and 406 hours, and a motor me- 
chanics’ course for enlisted personnel, five 
months in duration and lasting 720 hours. 
All of these courses deal with technica: 
subjects. 


The Cavalry School 


Three more courses for officers are au- 
thorized for the Cavalry School at Fort 
Riley, Kas., including a refresher course 
for field and general officers, three months, 
450 hours; a special advanced equitation 
course, lasting nine months and covering 
1,464 hours, of which 1,342 hours are de- 
voted to equitation itself (including horse- 
shoeing and animal management), and a 
three months’ course of 460 hours for Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers. 

The latter includes special courses for 
officers specializing in rifle troops and for 
those in machine gun troops. In addition 
there are two enlisted specialists’ courses 
for horseshoers and saddlers, covering four 
months and 680 hours each. 

The Field Artillery School at Fort Sill, 
Okla., may offer a refresher course for 
field and general officers, three months in 
length, 460 hours; a course for field offi- 
cers with a four years’ detail in that 
branch of the same length; a three months’ 
course for National Guard and Reserve 
officers totaling 465 hours, and enlisted 
specialists’ courses for motor mechanics, 
horseshoers, saddlers and battery me- 
chanics. 

The Coast Artillery School at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va., offers in addition a three months’ 
special advanced engineering course of 455 
hours; a similar course for field officers ; 
a two months’ course, 216 hours, for gen- 
eral officers; three special courses for Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers, cover- 
ing harbor defense, heavy mobile artillery 
and anti-aircraft artillery, 450 hours each, 
covering three months, and three special 
courses for enlisted specialists, nine 
months each, 1,260 hours, for artillery, 
engineering and radio. 


Air Service 


Two courses, regular and special, for 
National Guard and Reserve officers are 
authorized at the Air Service Primary Fly- 
ing School, Brooks Field, San Antonio, 
Texas, and at the Tactical School, Lang- 
ley Field, Hampton, Va. The first is four 
months and the second three. 

Courses for National Guard and Reserve 
officers are also offered at the following 
schools: Balloon and airship, Scott Field, 
Belleville, Ill., four months; engineering, 
McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, three months ; 
also one year (Regular officers only) and 
maintenance course (same), technical, 
Chanute Field, Rantoul, Ill, three months; 
photographic and three months’ special 
communications. (Also photographic offi- 
cers’, four and one-half months; communi- 
cations, twenty-four weeks, Regular offi-

French Movement Not Disturbing Finances. 


The sense of the stock market is rarely 
wrong. Not only have prices held firmly in 
the face of what has looked like a crisis, but 
foreign exchange rates have behaved well. 
Sterling is at virtually the highest point within 
two years. French and Belgium francs have 
been inclined toward weakness and the mark 
has reached a historic low level. The latter, 
however, is probably the result of persistent 
inflation and would have occurred regardless 
of the invasion. 

Affairs at hqme are satisfactory and warrant 
no weakness in the stock market. Money is 
cheap and there is no reason why it should not 
remain so for the time being. Plenty of credit 
has helped the investment market, and new 
bond offerings are being readily snapped up. 
Iron and steel production in December con- 
tinued to gain, whereas a seasonal decline was 
in order. The outlook for 1923 in this field 
is promising. The Railway Age estimates that 
the railroads will spend about $700,000,000 in 
1923 for equipment and improvements, the 
greater portion of this amount going for iron 
and steel. Not only will there be heavy ex- 
Penditures but there are already large orders 
for equipment carried over from last year. Of 
the 181,972 freight cars ordered in 1922, only 
67,973 were built, leaving more than 115,000 
on the books with which to begin the new 
year. 


Stocks and Bonds Firm. 


The technical position of the stock and the 
bond market is strong. There has been a rela- 
tively small turnover in stocks, which gives 
the impression that the public is not taking a 
very active part. The buying of bonds has 
now reached a point where investment is the 
prime consideration, and not speculation. This 
makes for a far sounder bond market. 

While the professional element is apparently 
carrying the bulk of stocks and will make 
every effort to transfer them to the public 
by encouraging outside buying through rising 
prices and domestic affairs are satisfactory 
and the outlook good, it is not wise for the 
owner of speculative stocks to be over bullish. 
The high priced industrials, especially, are get- 
ting into dangerous territory. The lower priced 
rails are suggested for speculation, namely, 
St. Louis-San Francisco preferred, Rock Island 
common, Southern Railway common, St. Louis 
Southwestern common, Missouri Kansas and 
Texas preferred w.i., and Missouri Pacific pre- 
ferred. To combine speculation and _ invest- 
ment, Lehigh Valley, Chesapeake and Ohio, 
New York Central, Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific are suggested.

So far as the political situation in Europe 
is concerned, it is indeed difficult, if not im- 
ossible, to see very far into the future.

As a matter of fact, stirring as has been 
the advance of French troops, from a spectacu- 
lar standpoint, the net results are not likely to 
be serious. Relations ‘between France and the 
Allies have been somewhat strained, but no 
open break is at all likely. The Germon Gov- 
ernment, naturally, has complained over the 
occupation, but has found no very s athetic 
ear. The occupation of the Ruhr Valley will 
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probably be peaceful and after a time the

WARRANT OFFICERS’ ASSOCIATION, U.S.A. 


‘THE Monthly Bulletin of the Warrant 
Officers’ Association, U.S.A., for Jan- 
uary states that an effort is being made to 
have inaugurated by the War Department 
a system of efficiency reports on warrant 
officers similar to the efficiency reports for 
commissioned officers and to be submitted 
at stated intervals. It is hoped that if 
this effort is successful it will eliminate 
the apparent necessity of circulating ocea- 
sional questionnaires calling for reports 
on the qualifications of warrant officers. 

The new list and directory of warrant 
officers is expected ito be distributed with 
the February Bulletin. It has been decided 
to have its compilation as of Dec. 31, 1922. 

Referring to Par. 382 and 384, Army 
Regulations, as amended by Changes to 
Army Regulations No. 130, a decision has 
been requested as follows: 

(a) Is a warrant officer considered as 
an “officer” within the meaning of this 
paragraph? 

(b) Is a warrant officer considered 1 
an “enlisted man” within the meaning of 
this paragraph? 

This decision has been requested in view 
of the provisions of Cir. 12, W.D., 1922. 
which requires warrant officers armed with 
the saber to render the salute in the man- 
ner prescribed for commissioned officers. 
and also in view of the opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army of 
June 28, 1920, in which it is held thata 
warrant officer constitutes no part of the 
enlisted strength of the Army.
